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The Agriculture Bill 


Sections Relevant to the Eradication and Control of Animal Diseases 


We reproduce below the full text of the 

sections relevant to the eradication and control 
of animal diseases, with indications as to the 
content of other sections, contained in the 
Agriculture Bill, issued on Friday of last week,* 
as a Government measure, and which is passing 
rapidly through all its stages in the House of 
Commons :— 
‘“To assist farmers to increase the fertility of 
their land ; to provide for payment of a subsidy 
to farmers in respect of their crops of oats and 
barley, and to raise the limit of the quantity of 
wheat in respect of which deficiency payments 
under the Wheat Act, 1932, may be made at 
the full rate; to make further grants for land 
drainage ; to promote the eradication of diseases 
of animals and poultry, and with that object to 
establish a national service of veterinary inspec- 
tors; and for purposes connected with the 
matters aforesaid.” 

Parts I, Il and III deal with lime and basic 
slag ; oats, barley and wheat, and land drainage 
respectively. Part IV, being the section of 
importance to the veterinary profession, is 
reproduced in full, as follows. 


PART 1IV.—PROVISIONS AS TO 
DISEASES OF ANIMALS 


17.—(1) The Cattle Pleuro-Pneumonia Account 
for Great Britain shall be known as the Diseases 
of Animals Account, and references in any Act 
or document shall be construed accordingly. 

(2) This section shall come into operation on 
the passing of the Act. 


VETERINARY INSPECTORS 


18.—(1) As from the commencement of this 
Part of this Act, the functions of veterinary 
inspectors in Great Britain under the Diseases 
of Animals Acts, 1894 to 1935, and any enact- 
ments relating to milk or to dairies, and the 
functions of veterinary inspectors in England 
and veterinary officers in Scotland under any 


arrangements made by virtue of section nine of 


the Milk Act, 1934, shall, in accordance with 
directions given by the Minister, be discharged

by veterinary inspectors appointed for the pur- 
pose by him under section five of the Board of 
Agriculture Act, 1889, and the provisions of any 
enactment relating to such functions shall have 
effect accordingly. 

(2) There shall be transferred and attached 
to the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries such 
veterinary inspectors or veterinary officers on 
the staff of any other Government Department 
as are engaged in connection with the execution 
of such Acts, enactments or arrangements as 
aforesaid. 

(3) For the purpose of enabling local authori- 
ties to discharge their functions in relation to 
public health, arrangements shall be made by 
the Minister with the approval of the Treasury 
for placing the services of veterinary inspectors 
at the disposal of such authorities, subject to 
payment by them of any fee chargeable under 
this section, and the arrangements shall make 
provision as to the procedure by which such 
services are to be applied for by local authorities 
and generally as to the manner in which 
veterinary inspectors and the officers of local 
authorities are to co-operate in the execution of 
their functions under the arrangements. 

(4) The Minister may charge in respect of 
services rendered under any arrangements made 
in pursuance of the last foregoing subsection 
such fees as may be determined by him with the 
approval of the Treasury; and any sums 
received by the Minister on account of such fees 
shall be paid into the Exchequer. 


SPECIAL PAYMENTS IN CONNECTION WITH THE 
ERADICATION OF BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS 


19.—(1) During the period beginning at the 
commencement of this Part of this Act and 
ending with the thirty-first day of January, 1941, 
the Minister may, in accordance with arrange- 
ments made by him and approved by the 
Treasury, pay to the owner of any herd of cattle 
in Great Britain such sums as the Minister thinks 
fit to expend for the purpose of securing so far 
as practicable that the herd will be free from 
tuberculosis. 

(2) Not later than the end of the period 
mentioned in the preceding subsection, the 
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Minister may, after consultation with the board 
administering any milk marketing scheme which 
is for the time being in foree, make an order for 
securing that if that board are satisfied, with 
respect to any quantity of milk produced after 
the end of that period in the area to which the 
scheme applies, that it has been produced by a 
registered producer in such circumstances as the 
Minister may specify in the order with a view to 
effecting the purpose mentioned in the preceding 
subsection, the board shall pay to that registered 
producer, in respect of each gallon comprised in 
that quantity of milk, such sum not exceeding 
one penny as may be specified in the order. 

In this sub-section the expression ‘‘ milk 
marketing scheme ’’ means a scheme under the 
Agricultural Marketing Act, 1931, for regulating 
the marketing of milk, and the expression 
“registered producer’ has the same meaning 
as in the said Act. 

(3) The Minister shall, as soon as may be 
after any arrangements made by him have been 
approved for the purposes of this section by the 
Treasury, lay particulars of the arrangements 
before Parliament. 

(4) Section nine of the Milk Act, 1934, is 
hereby repealed ; but any arrangements made 
under subsection (1) of that section which were 
operative immediately before the commencement 
of this Part of this Act shall continue to have 
effect as if they had been duly made and 
approved under this section, subject, however, 
in the case of arrangements made by the Secre- 
tary of State for Scotland, to the modification 
that the powers and duties of the Department 
of Agriculture for Scotland, of any veterinary 
officer and of any other officer of that Depart- 
ment shall be exercised and performed respec- 
tively by the Minister, a veterinary inspector 
and an officer of the Minister. 


GENERAL POWER OF MINISTER TO EXPEND 
MONEY FOR THE ERADICATION OF DISEASES 
OF ANIMALS 

20.—(1) The Minister may, with the approval 
of the Treasury, expend such sums as he thinks 
fit with the object of eradicating as far as 
practicable diseases of animals in Great Britain : 


Provided that the Minister shall not after the 
thirty-first day of January, 1941, have power 
under this subsection to make any payment 
which until that date he is empowered to make 
only by virtue of the last foregoing section. 


EXTENSION OF POWERS OF MINISTER AS 
TO SLAUGHTER 


21.—(1) The powers of the Minister under the 
Diseases of Animals Acts, 1894 to 1935, as to 
slaughter shall be extended so as to include 
power to cause to be slaughtered any animal 
which— 


(a) is affected or suspected of being 
alfected with any disease to which this 
section applies ; or 

(b) has been exposed to the infection of 
any such disease. 


(2) This section applies to such diseases of 
animals as may from time to time be directed 
by order of the Minister. 

(3) The Minister shall, under the powers con- 
ferred on him by the last foregoing section, pay 
for any animal slaughtered under the extended 
powers conferred by this section compensation 
of such amount as may be determined in 
accordance with scales prescribed by order of 
the Minister made with the approval of the 
Treasury. 

(4) Every order made by the Minister under 
this section prescribing scales for the payment 
of compensation shall be laid before Parliament 
as soon as may be after it is made. 


ERADICATION AREAS AND ATTESTED AREAS 


22. The powers of the Minister under section 
twenty-two of the Diseases of Animals Act, 
1894, shall include power to make orders— 


(a) declaring any area as respects which 
he is satisfied that a substantial majority of 
the cattle therein are free from any par- 
ticular disease to be an eradication area for 
the purposes connected with the control of 
that disease ; 

(b) declaring any area as respects which 
he is satisfied that any particular disease of 
cattle is for practical purposes non-existent 
therein to be an attested area for purposes 
connected with the control of that disease ; 
and 

(ce) prohibiting or regulating the move- 
ment of cattle into, out of or within any 
area which is for the time being an eradica- 
tion area or an attested area. 


ERADICATION OF DISEASES OF POULTRY 

23.—(1) With a view to promoting the breed- 
ing and distribution of stocks of poultry free 
from disease, the Minister may, with the approval 
of the Treasury, make arrangements whereby 
persons carrying on, at any premises in Great 
Britain recognized by him for the purposes of 
this section, the business of breeding and 
distributing stocks of poultry, may be afforded 
facilities for having such poultry, whether alive 
or dead, inspected, tested and examined free of 
charge, with the object of determining whether 
the birds are free from disease, or from what 
cause they have died. 

(2) Any expenses incurred by the Minister, 
under this section shall be defrayed by him out 
of moneys provided by Parliament. 

24.—(1) It shall be the duty of every board 
administering a scheme under the Agricultural 
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Marketing Acts, 1931 to 1933, to give at any 
time to the Minister such information as he may 
reasonably require for the purpose of his func- 
tions under this Part of this Act, or under the 
Diseases of Animals Acts, 1894 to 1935. 

(2) Nothing in section seventeen of the 
Agricultural Marketing Act, 1931, as amended 
by subsection (2) of section twenty-four of the 
Agricultural Marketing Act, 1933, shall apply 
to any disclosure of information made by a 
board in compliance with a requisition of the 
Minister under this section. 


SUPERANNUATION RIGHTS OF VETERINARY 
INSPECTORS 


25.—(1) Where a veterinary inspector who, 
immediately before the commencement of this 
Part of this Act, was a pensionable officer of a 
local authority becomes at the commencement 
of this Part of this Act a civil servant, then, if 
the Local Government and Civil Service (Super- 
annuation) Rules, 1936 (hereinafter in this 
section referred to as “‘ the Rules of 1936 ”’), do 
not already apply to that local authority, those 
rules shall nevertheless so apply in relation to 
that inspector as if the Treasury, upon the 
application of the local authority, had directed 
that the rules should apply to them. 

(2) Where a veterinary inspector who, at the 
commencement of this Part of this Act becomes 
a civil servant, was, immediately before so 
becoming a non-pensionable whole-time officer 
of a local authority, then, if by any general Act 
passed during the same session of Parliament as 
this Act or during the next succeeding session 
of Parliament, whole-time officers in the service 
of that authority on a specified future date will 
(subject to any special exceptions) on that date 
necessarily become pensionable under that 
general Act or pensionable, by virtue of that 
Aet, under a local superannuation Act or 
scheme, that inspector, if on the said date he is 
still a civil servant, shall, subject to the following 
provisions of this section, be entitled to the 
benefits of the preceding subsection as if, 
immediately before the commencement of this 
Part of this Act, he had been a pensionable 
officer of the local authority. 

(3) For the purpose of the application of the 
Rules of 1936 to any such inspector as is men- 
tioned in the last preceding subsection— 

(a) his pensionable local authority service 
shall be calculated as it would have been 
calculated if the said general Act had been 
passed before this Act and if the future 
date specified therein had been the day 
immediately prior to the commencement 
of this Part of this Act ; 

(b) if under the Act or scheme to which 
he would have become subject on the said 
future date the local authority may by 
resolution increase the fraction of pension- 
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able emoluments by reference to which an 
officer’s retiring annuity from them, or any 
part of that annuity, is to be calculated, 
they shall as soon as may be after that date 
take into consideration the case of the 
inspector in question and determine whether 
and if so, to what extent, that fraction is, 
within the limits permitted by the relevant 
Act or scheme, to be increased ; and 

(c) if no resolution granting such an 
increase is passed by the local authority 
within six months after the said date, the 
fraction by reference to which the inspec- 
tor’s retiring allowance from them is to be 
calculated shall be the fraction eens in 
the relevant Act or scheme. 

(4) A local authority in whose service a 
veterinary inspector was immediately before he 
became a civil servant shall, in the case of an 
inspector to whom subsection (1) of this section 
applies, within three months after the com- 
mencement of this Part of this Act or, in the 
case of an inspector to whom subsection (2) of 
this section applies, within six months after the 
said specified future date, give to the Minister 
full information as to that inspector’s previous 
service, the amount of his emoluments which 
will be pensionable emoluments for the purposes 
of the Rules of 1936 and the amount of the 
retiring annuity which he may become entitled 
to receive from the local authority. 

(5) If it appears to the Treasury that any 
difficulty arises in applying the Rules of 1936 so 
as to give effect to the principles laid down in 
this section, the Treasury may notwithstanding 
anything in section nine of the Superannuation 
Act, 1935, modify those Rules so far as they 
deem it necessary so to do for the purpose of 
removing that difficulty. 

(6) In this section— 

(a) the expression ‘ pensionable ofticer 
of a local authority ’’ means an officer of a 
local authority who is a pensionable officer 
or servant of the authority within the 
meaning of section nine of the Superannua- 
tion Act, 1935; and 

(b) the expression “civil servant has 
the meaning assigned to it by section twelve 
of the Superannuation Act, 4887. 


EXPENSES 

26.—(1) Save as otherwise expressly provided 
in this Part of this Act, any expenditure incurred 
by the Minister which is authorised by this Part 
of this Act shall be defrayed by him out of the 
money standing to the credit of the Diseases of 
Animals Account. 

(2) Any expenses which may, after the com- 
mencement of this Part of this Act, be incurred 
by the Minister in respect of compensation 
payable by him for animals slaughtered under 
section seven of the Diseases of Animals Act, 
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1894 (which relates to cattle plague) shall be 
defrayed out of the money standing to the credit 
of the Diseases of Animals Account and not out 
of moneys provided by Parliament. 

(3) All officers and servants employed by the 
Minister for the purpose of the execution of this 
Part of this Act or any provisions of the Diseases 
of Animals Acts, 1894 to 1935, shall be, and in 
the case of officers and servants appointed before 
the commencement of this Part of this Act shall 
be deemed to have been, appointed under section 
five of the Board of Agriculture Act, 1889, and, 
notwithstanding anything in that section, the 
remuneration and allowances payable to any 
such officers and servants shall be defrayed as 
may be directed by the Treasury either out of 
the money standing to the credit of the Diseases 
of Animals Account, or out of moneys provided 
by Parliament. 

(4) Sub-paragraph (1) of paragraph 1 of the 
Third Schedule to the Local Government Act, 
1929 (which requires the payment to the credit 
of the Diseases of Animals Account, out of 
moneys provided by Parliament, of any sum by 
which the money standing to the credit of that 
account is insufficient to defray the costs and 
expenses of the Diseases of Animals Acts, 1894 
to 1927) shall have effect as if the reference in 
that sub-paragraph to the costs and expenses of 
those Acts included a reference to the expendi- 
ture which by this section is made payable out 
of the Diseases of Animals Account. 


CONSEQUENTIAL AND MINOR AMENDMENTS 


27.—(1) The amendments specified in the 
Second Schedule to this Act, being consequential 
or minor amendments, shall be made in the 
public general Acts mentioned in the said 
Schedule. 

(2) If it appears to the Minister of Health in 
the case of a local Act in force in England, or to 
the Secretary of State in the case of a local Act 
in force in Scotland, that any provisions of that 
Act relating to veterinary inspectors, or tg the 
inspection or testing of cattle, are inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Part of this Act the 
Minister or the Secretary of State, as the case 
may be, on the application of any local authority 
appearing to him to be concerned, may by order 
make such consequential alterations, whether 
by amendment or by repeal, in those provisions 
of the local Act as he considers necessary for the 
purpose of bringing them into conformity with 
the provisions of this Part of this Act. 

In this subsection the expression “ local Act ”’ 
includes a provisional order confirmed by 
Parliament. 

(3) An order made under this section shall be 
laid before Parliament as soon as may be 
after it has been made and, if either House of 
Parliament within the next twenty-eight days 
on which that House has sat after the order is 
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laid before it resolves that the order be annulled, 
it shall thereupon cease to have effect but with- 
out prejudice to anything previously done 
thereunder or to the making of a new order. 


PART V—SUPPLEMENTARY 

The first section of Part V deals with power 
to obtain information required for the purposes 
of the Act. In this connection, Section 28, 
Paragraph (1) (c) states: “The Minister may 
authorise in writing any veterinary inspector or 
other officer of the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries to inspect animals or poultry; and any 
person so authorised may, for the purposes of 
wny inspection to be carried out by him, at 
all reasonable times, upon production of his 
authority on demand, enter on any land or 
premises and apply such tests and take such 
samples as he considers necessary.” 

There follow sections relating to penalties, 
power to revoke and vary orders, and interpreta- 
tion. In regard to the last-mentioned, “ Animals ” 
means cattle, sheep and goats and all other 
ruminating animals and swine and horses, asses 
and mules, and includes also in the case of any 
particular section of Part IV of this Act any other 
four-footed animal to which the Minister may 
by order declare that section to be applicable. 

* Local authority ” means the common council 
of the City of London, the council of a metro- 
politan borough or the council of a county, 
county borough or county district; 

“Poultry” has the same meaning as in the 
Diseases of Animals Act, 1935; 

“The appropriate Minister ” means, in relation 
to England or functions exercisable with respect 
thereto and in relation to Northern Ireland or 
functions exercisable with respect thereto, the 
Minister; and, in relation to Scotland or fune- 
tions exercisable with respect thereto, any 
reference in this Act to the appropriate Minister 
shall be construed as a reference to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for Scotland; 

“The Minister” means the Minister of Agricul- 
ture and Fisheries; 

“The Ministers” means the Minister and the 
Secretaries of State respectively concerned with 
agriculture in Scotland and in Northern Ireland; 

“Year” means a period of twelve months 
beginning on the first day of January. 

In the application of this Act to Scotland—the 
expression “local authority” means a county 
council, or the town council of a large burgh 
within the meaning of the Local Government 
(Scotland) Act, 1929, 


SHort TitTLe, EXTENT AND COMMENCEMENT 


(1) This Act may be cited as the Agriculture 
Act, 1937.

CANADA AND THE U.S.A. SUSPEND CATTLE 
IMPORTATION 


The direct importation of cattle from England 
and Wales into Canada has been suspended 
owing to the recent outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease in Devonshire. 

It is announced that the Canadian Department 
of Agriculture has suspended the issue of per- 
mits which affected cattle, sheep, goats and 
swine. 

Permits will, however, be a for importa- 
tion from England and Jales through the 
London Quarantine Station. 

Permits for direct importation from Scotland 
are still obtainable subject to certain conditions. 

The United States of Agriculture 
has issued an Order whereby Great Britain is 
reinstated in the list of countries from which 
the importation of cattle, sheep, or_ other 
ruminants and swine, and also fresh, chilled or 
frozen meat is prohibited.

The Veterinary Provisions 
of the Agriculture Bill, 1937 


N view of its importance to the majority of 

our readers, we are publishing in full in this 
issue the text of those parts of the Agriculture 
Bill at present before Parliament that refer to 
diseases of animals and the creation of a centra- 
lised veterinary service. It will be seen that 
in broad outline the Government’s intentions 
follow closely the scheme put forward by 
the National Veterinary Medical Association. 
Differences between the two projects there are, 
but these, although at times important and no 
doubt necessitating further action by the 
Association, are nevertheless subsidiary to the 
fact that the Association’s campaign for the 
reorganisation of the veterinary services of 
Great Britain so that they may _ function 
effectively as a unit appears to have met with 
success and to have been adopted as the main 
plank in the Government’s new scheme. 

The diseases of cattle are at last frankly 
faced and a policy for their eradication is 
recognised as fundamentally an agricultural 
and not a public health measure, but neverthe- 
less a policy of such national importance that 
it can only be adequately prosecuted if it receives 
both island co-ordination and generous financial 
help. Thus clause 20 (1) states ‘The Minister 
may, with the approval of the Treasury, expend 
such sums as he thinks fit with the object of 
eradicating as far as practicable diseases of 
animals in Great Britain. ...” In the next 
clause the powers of the Minister as to slaughter 
of animals are extended so that with any 
diseases specified by order of the Minister any 
animal affected or suspected of being affected 
with that particular disease or any animal 
which has been exposed to such infection may 
be slaughtered, the farmer receiving compensa- 
tion at rates’ to be fixed by Parliament. 
Obviously the scope for an effective policy of 
disease eradication will be enormously extended 
if Parliament agrees to these proposals. 

Arrangements are put forward in the Bill 
for the transference to the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Fisheries of “‘ such veterinary inspectors 
or veterinary officers on the staff of any other 
Government Department as are engaged in 
connection with the execution of such Acts, 
enactments or arrangements as the Diseases 
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of Animals Acts, 1894 to 1935, and any enact- 
ment relating to milk or to dairies, and any 
arrangements concerning the functions of veteri- 
nary inspectors in England or veterinary officers 
in Scotland made by virture of section 9 of the 
Milk Act, 1934.” 

In order to enable local authorities in the 
future to discharge their functions in relation to 
public health the Ministry is to be allowed to 
loan its inspectors to these authorities. It 
would appear, then, that all veterinary officers 
of local authorities, except those mainly engaged 
in meat inspection, will be taken over by the 
State. We greatly regret that the meat inspec- 
tion services are to be left in their present most 
unsatisfactory and disorganised condition, and 
we sincerely hope that this aspect of policy was 
one of those alluded to by the Minister for 
Agriculture in his speech in the House of 
Commons on June 29th, when he said ‘ Certain 
aspects of the policy have been dealt with 
(under the proposed Act), others remain for 
completion.” 

Our general comment upon the Bill is to 
(dlescribe it as a noble beginning which we trust 
will develop so that the co-ordination of the 
veterinary services, including practitioners and 
several specialised branches, as visualised by the 
N.V.M.A., may be brought into being. 


The Principal Veterinary 
Officer of The State 
Veterinary Service 


T the present time it is proposed to create 

a much enlarged and more comprehensive 
State veterinary service, and one which, in the 
words of the Minister of Agriculture, is “‘ to 
combat the diseases of animals and poultry 
in all their manifestations.”” The Minister, at 
the same time as he made this announcement, 
expressed the hope that as a result of this policy 
there will be a rise in the whole status of the 


* * 


veterinary profession, which will be of lasting 


benefit to agriculture and to the nation.”’ 

In creating any new organisation it is advisable 
if possible to avoid repeating errors that are 
known to have exerted a markedly bad effect 
upon similar organisations previously estab- 
lished. In the future it is essential that the 
new State veterinary service shall be honoured 
and revered by the whole of the veterinary 
profession so that it shall attract men of high 
calibre and effect its work with skill and 
promptitude. Unfortunately, in the past, the 
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veterinary service of the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Fisheries has not always been organised in 
such a way as to meet with the approbation of 
the profession. Perhaps the major reason for 
this lack of appreciation is due to the status of 
the service within the veterinary world where its 
position is lower than it should be, largely 
because of the comparatively low official status 
of the Chief Veterinary Officer. The Chief 
Medical Officer of the Ministry of Health holds 
a much more important position than does the 
Chief Veterinary Officer of the Ministry of 
Agriculture, and it is the Association’s view 
that no less a position than one comparable 
with that of the Chief Medical Officer can be 
accepted as satisfactory for its principal officer 
by the veterinary profession. There is little 
doubt that much of the attractiveness and the 
contentedness of the new State service will 
depend upon the status of its chief and also 
whether the Principal Veterinary Officer has 
direct access to the Minister. 

We would emphasise, too, the importance of 
making the Principal Veterinary Officer the 
chief of the service. In a service that has as its 
aim the control of ‘the diseases of animals 
and poultry in all their manifestations ”’ there is 
an obvious need for the unfettered guidance 
of a chief who has undergone the scientific 
training of a veterinary surgeon. We agree 
he must also have administrative ability, and 
fortunately there are many veterinarians both 
within and without the present ministerial 
service who possess this dual qualification. 
A division or department of animal health 
cannot possibly function effectively under the 
guidance of a non-veterinarian and we may 
confidently state that any such appointment 
would irrevocably prejudice the success of the 
present Government scheme for the control of 
animal disease. If the Minister is to have 
power “to expend, with the approval of the 
Treasury, such sums as he thinks fit with the 
object of eradicating as far as _ practicable 
diseases of animals in Great Britain,” it .is 
certainly essential that the individual to advise 
the Minister in the exercise of this important 
function should be both a veterinary surgeon 
and the chief of the new State veterinary 
service. We sincerely hope that the Minister 
will consider the future of his enlightened policy 
sufficiently thoroughly at this stage to ensure 
that the new veterinary service shall be properly 
organised and organised in such a way that it 
will receive the unstinted support of the whole 
of the veterinary profession. Nothing less than 


the appointment of a veterinary surgeon as chief 
of the service is likely to receive such support. 
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The Cinema Film as a 


Veterinary Educator” 


PROFESSOR SiR FREDERICK HOBDAY, 
C.M.G., F.R.C.V.S. 


Many years back, in the early days of cine- 
inatographic presentation as a popular pastime 
for the amusement and instruction of the 
general public, I had the desire to apply the 
use of the photographic film and the cinema 
projector to veterinary education, Circum- 
stances, however, were not favourable as my 
time was then fully occupied in a very busy 
consultative and general practice, and it was 
not until the Governors of the Royal Veterinary 
College elected me to the post of Principal and 
Dean of that Institution that the opportunity 
came to test out its value in this direction, 

I know that I am expressing the opinion of 
my colleagues when I say that we have found 
this method of demonstration a most valuable 
asset, and I think that when you have seen 
what I shall show you to-day you, too, will 
agree with this opinion. 

I do not claim to have been the first in this 
tield of veterinary science, because in 1916 when 
serving in Italy during the War, the late Major 
Bernadini (the very courteous and distinguished 
Professor of Surgery in the Parma University 
Veterinary College) very kindly permitted me 
to be present on one occasion when he attempted 
a film of a horse with shoulder lameness—and 
Professor Ivanov, of Moscow (one of whose 
films I have here to-day), was a pioneer in his 
country; but the apparatus used in those days 
was clumsy and crude as compared with that 
of to-day’s manufacture. As in other branches 
of education, there is great scope for the film 
in the teaching of veterinary science, and in 
1929 I got in touch with Messrs. Kodak and 
laid the matter before them, with the result 
that they agreed to make two films illustrative 
of operative technique as applied to the horse, 
the subjects selected being those of the roaring, 
and abdominal cryptorchid, operations respec- 
tively, which the senior students of the past 
eight years in the London College have seen as 
adjuncts to the surgical lectures, and which 
have also been demonstrated before various 
branches of the National Veterinary Medical 
Association on a number of occasions. This was 
in 1929 and the success of these two pictures 
was from the outset so apparent that, with the 
help of friends and well-wishers of the work 
we were doing at the old place, we were able 
to commence, if only on a small scale, the

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making of films for teaching purposes. Here 
1 should like to pay tribute to Mr. Southern, 
who was until recently a member of the College 
staff, whose enthusiasm and aptitude on our 
behalf, often under very trying conditions, made 
these films possible, 

Our first efforts were confined to the filming 
of clinical conditions in various animals, no 
uttempt at any indoor work being undertaken. 
Owing to the enthusiasm with which these early 
efforts were received, particularly by the 
students, the work was extended to the filming 
of the technique of operations in the small 
animal operating theatre, which at that time 
was improvised from two converted loose boxes ; 
and (again with financial help from friends) a 
system of lighting was purchased and work 
commenced in earnest, 

To-day the Royal Veterinary College possesses 
the largest and most complete veterinary film 
library in the world, 

The value of slow motion, as applied to the 
filming of animals, was quickly recognised, and 
indeed may be said in many cases to have 
proved of inestimable value as an aid to the 
teaching of the student. For example, in doubt- 
ful cases of stringhalt, and in the early stages 
of certain obscure lameness in. the horse, 
material help can often be obtained when shown 
on the screen in slow motion; and films of this 
kind, when once obtained, can be seen comfort- 
ably by classes of students, or even produced, 
if necessary, as evidence in the Law Courts. 
Another point which has to be borne in mind 
is that it is not always possible to find just 
when required for a lecture (or series of lec- 
tures) at the convenient time in the teaching 
curriculum, the number of horses necessary to 
demonstrate the various kinds of unsoundness. 
Here again the permanent film is an invaluable 
asset. 

The results of films made over the operating 
tuble by artificial light have been equally 
gratifying. It can readily be understood that 
during his five years of training the embryo 
veterinary surgeon cannot have the opportunity 
of witnessing all the operative technique 
employed to alleviate diiseased conditions 
Records of the commoner operations were under- 
taken at first, and when anything exceptional 
arrived in the hospital a film record was 
invariably made. 

Films have played no small part in the 
appeals which have raised the necessary 
£250,000 for the rebuilding of the Royal 
Veterinary College. One reel showing the 
dilapidated condition of the buildings, and 
two other popular films, designed to bring 
before lay audiences the work that the College 
does to benefit them, were made in 1930. 
These three films have been shown at many 
institutions and propaganda lectures given both 
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in London and in the Provinces, and have 
proved very successful adjuncts to the business 
of money-raising, In one instance alone, 
where a lecture was given before pupils and 
parents of a school, these three films produced 
approximately two pounds per minute’s run 
and yielded over £100 for the evening’s work. 

On account of the expense no active steps 
have yet been taken to introduce the “ sound ” 
film, although a close watch has been kept on 
the sound film market. What is really required 
is some form of running commentary, inexpen- 
Sive to instal and equally inexpensive to record; 
for it must be borne in mind that the actual 
market for veterinary films is limited—although 
it should not be forgotten that they have also 
a potent interest for exhibition before an 
audience of farmers and others interested in 
animal husbandry, while they have already 
proved of exceptional value for demonstrating 
to the medical profession the close affinity which 
exists between the diseases of animals and 
man, many of which are inter-communicable. 
In our own case we have several films 
illustrating the same disease as it shows itself 
in animal and human patients respectively. 

In conclusion, one may legitimately claim 
(and I speak with some authority as a member 
of the Committee of British Animal Film 
Censors) that there is a very useful future for 
work in veterinary, and indeed any, spheres 
where animals are concerned. 

As arranged with your Secretary, I have 
brought a number of films from which you 
shall make your own selection. Mr. Scorgie, 
M.A., B.Sc., M.R.C.V.S., in whose charge this 
Department of the College has now been placed, 
has very kindly come down from London with 
me to demonstrate them to you.

Insulin Treatment of 
Diabetes Mellitus ina Dog 


G. WADDINGTON, M.R.C.v.S., B.V.Sc.

Subject-—-A fox terrier, male, aged twelve 
years, 

History.—This dog had been very fat, and, 
although its appetite remained good, it began 
to lose weight rapidly, and showed excessive 
thirst and polyuria. There was_ frequent 
vomiting and the animal was subject to periodic 
attacks of lethargy. 

Clinical Examination.—The dog was rather 
emaciated, but its pulse was full and strong. 
The temperature was 100°5°. The breath was 
unpleasant and the bowels were rather relaxed. 
Both eyes showed the faint blurring of the 
lenses so frequently seen in old dogs. 

From the history and examination, a tentative 
diagnosis of chronic nephritis was made. 

Urine Examination.—A specimen of the urine 
was asked for and obtained a few days later. 
Examination of this urine gave the following 
results :— 


Colour.—Pale yellow very slightly 
opaque, 

Reaction.— Acid. 

S.G.—1031. 

Albumin.—Negative. No epithelial casts 


present, 

Sugar.—Very marked positive reaction, using 
Fehling’s solution and Benedict’s solution. 

Acetone and aceto-acetic acid.—Positive. 

In view of these findings, the diagnosis was 
changed to one of diabetes mellitus. 

Treatment and Course.—The diet was adjusted 
accordingly. Tit-bits of cake and other sweets 
were forbidden, and carbohydrates in the form 
of biscuits and bread were given only in small 
quantities, the dog being fed almost entirely 
on meat. Medicinally, small doses of sodium 
bicarbonate were administered. This line of 
treatment was continued for three or four 
weeks, and during this period the dog went 
progressively thinner, although the appetite 
remained good. The thirst and polyuria became 
more marked, and the periods of lethargy more 
frequent: at times the dog was in a_semi- 
comatose condition. 

At the end of a month, the cataracts which 
at first were only faint, were fully developed 
in both eyes. As the owner would not consider 
destruction, it was decided to try treatment 
with insulin. The dog was fed once daily, and 
about 20 minutes before the meal a dose of 
tive units of insulin was given subcutaneously. 
After a few days the owner learnt to give the 


injection and the results have been satisfactory. 
The insulin has now been given daily for over 
four months, and apart from the blindness the 
dog leads a normal life. The appetite is good 
and an ordinary mixed diet is given, The thirst 
is greatly reduced and the frequency of micturi- 
tion is not much above normal. The attacks 
of vomiting have ceased entirely. The bowels 
act normally and the pulse is good. If the 
insulin is not given, the dog relapses very 
quickly and soon becomes very drowsy. 
Recovery quickly follows, however, when 
recourse is again had to the insulin. 

The following observations may be made :— 

(1) The rapid development of the cataracts 
was no doubt due to the diabetic condition. If 
the insulin had been given at an earlier date, 
would this development have been arrested? 

(2) It is customary for text-books to depre- 
cate the use of insulin, in animals, on economic 
grounds. In this case a dose of five units daily 
is quite sufficient and the approximate cost 
of the treatment is 54d. per week—surely not 
prohibitive. 

(3) One wonders if diabetes mellitus is not 
more common in old dogs than is generally 
supposed; as, from the symptoms only, the 
condition could easily be confused with chronic 
nephritis, if the urine was not tested for the 
presence of sugar. 


EXPERIMENTS ON LIVING ANIMALS 


An increase of 85,451 in the number of experi- 
ments on living animals last year is disclosed 
in a Home Office return just issued. The total 
number of experiments performed during 1936 
was 822,167. Of these cases 36,540 were per- 
formed with anaesthetics—an increase of 2,103 
on 1935. 

The return shows that 33,507 experiments were 
made by 42 licensees in the course of cancer 
investigation. Anaesthetics were used in 6,130 
cases, and the remaining 27,377 experiments 
were almost entirely inoculations into mice or 
exposure of animals toeradiations. 

Twenty-six new places for experiment were 
registered and the registration of 14 places was 
cancelled; 1,982 persons held licences, and of 
these 559 licensees performed no experiments. 
In no case has a certificate dispensing entirely 
with the use of anaesthetics been,ailowed for an 
operation more severe than subcutaneous vene- 
section, 

Over 164,000 experiments were performed on 
behalf of Government Departments, the Medical 
Research Council, county councils, municipal 
corporations, or other waitie health authorities; 
and there were over 323,000 experiments for 
the preparation and testing of antitoxic sera and 
vaccines, and for the testing and standardising 
of drugs.

[| T'wenty-sixth Report, being for the year ended 
March 31st, 1936, From His Majesty’s 
Stationery Office. Price 3s. ] 

This report indicates that a further retreat 
from the period of financial depression took 
place in the year under review, for the sum 
distributed by the Commission on agriculture 
and rural industries in 1935-36 was £555,201 
as against £326,597 in 1933-34, while the 
amount spent on _ fisheries and harbours 
increased from £17,039 to £85,925 in the same 
period. The year under review was noteworthy 
also for a renewal of the policy of encouraging 
development by the allocation of considerable 
sums to various institutions for the erection of 
new buildings. Thus, although the recurrent 
expenditure of the Agricultural Research 
Council was reduced slightly to £16,982, a 
special grant of £43,000 was made to the 
Council to meet its capital needs, particularly 
for the purchase of a farm with healthy live- 
stock. Other capital grants of interest to the 
veterinary profession included £1,330 to the 
National Institute for Research in Dairying, 
Reading, £20,000 to the Royal (Dick) Veter- 
inary College, Edinburgh, and £2,000 towards 
extensions involving the veterinary department 
of University College farm, Bangor, N. Wales. 
Most of the recurrent grants show a slight 
increase on those of the previous year and 
those of particular interest are £12,750 to the 
animal nutrition institute, School of Agriculture, 
Cambridge; £13,000 to the Institute of Animal 
Pathology, Cambridge; £15,835 to the N.I.R.D., 
Reading; £4,670 to the Research Institute, 
Royal Veterinary College, London; £17,000 to 
foot-and-mouth disease research; £138,520 to 
the Rowett Research Institute, Aberdeen ; 
£6,636 to the Animal Diseases Research Associa- 
tion, Moredun; £6,858 to the Hannah Dairy 
Research Institute, and £1,150 towards pig 
husbandry research at Harper Adams College 
and Wye Agricultural College. 

Short accounts of the administration and 
finance of the various agricultural research 
institutes are given. The report also contains 
interesting details of the other activities of the 
Commission concerning fisheries, the construc- 
tion and improvement of harbours, and the 
acquisition of land for road improvements.

|Electrocardiography and its Clinical Applica- 
tions to the Horse. Yacoet, J., and Spitz, G. 
Rec. Méd, vét. 113, 1. 14-22.] 


A brief report of an experimental study of 
electrocardiography in the horse. Records were 
taken with the animal standing normally and 
the usual procedure was followed of studying 
the changes of electrical potential in the heart 
by means of a string galvanometer, the move- 
ments of which were recorded on a moving 
photographic plate. Seventeen different com- 
binations of leads were tried and those which 
gave the clearest and most precise results were 
as follows :— 

(1) One electrode placed on the withers and 
the other on the point of the right shoulder. 

(2) One placed at the point of the right 
shoulder and the other on the posterior third 
of the sternum. This corresponded to lead 2 
in man (right hand and left foot) and was 
found to give the best results. 

(3) An electrode placed on the right shoulder 
and the other on the left hind leg. 

Normal curves are given for all three combin- 
ations and also two abnormal curves, one 
showing ventricular extra-systole and the other 
auricular flutter. A summary is given of the 
chief cardiac irregularities which are amenable 
to study by these graphic methods.

(1) The symptoms observed on intravenous 
injection of Salmonella abortivo-equinus into 
pregnant mares were a rise in temperature, 
slight anaemia, icterus, petechial haemorrhages, 
decrease in foetal movements and a fall in blood 
counts. The return to normal took four to five 
days. Subsequently the leucocytic count rose 
progressively until symptoms returned with 
abortion. In some cases oedema of the cervix 
and vaginitis were seen after abortion. In all 
cases the lochia contained S. abortivo-equinus 
and Str. haemolyticus and was altered in 
quantity, consistency and pH. Involution of the 
uterus was slow. 

(2) Furuncle-like boils developed on the arm 
of the patient the day after examining the 
vagina of an infected mare. Organisms isolated 
from the lesions were similar, culturally and 
seriologically, to Bact. abortus equi.

| Veterinary Pharmacology, Materia Medica and 
Therapeutics. (Third edition.) J. H. Mitks, 
p.v.M,. Bailliére, Tindall and Cox. (1937.) 
Pp. 16. 582; 32 illustrations. Price 30s.] 


The third edition of this standard American 
text-book follows the same lines as its prede- 
cessors, the majority of the changes being of a 
revisionary nature. The drugs described are, 
of course, those of the United States Pharma- 
copoeia and not of the British Pharmacopoeia. 

The volume is divided into four main sec- 
tions 

(1) Introductory Matter (70 pages).—The 
foundations of the subject are laid down simply 
without going into unnecessary detail. The 
notes on dispensing technique, which the student 
often finds a little difficult to grasp, are simpli- 
tied by the inclusion of diagrams. 

(2) Drugs Classified Therapeutically (272 
pages).—The author’s scheme of dealing with 
the subject in such a way that it can readily 
be applied to practice is very obvious in this 
section. Each system of the body is taken in 
turn and the drugs are described accordingly. 
The subject is thus made interesting for the 
student, and is easily available for reference 
by the practitioner. Graphs are incorporated 
to illustrate the action of some of the agents. 

The doses are given in the apothecaries’ 
system, but metric equivalents are also included. 
Speaking generally, the doses are similar to 
those used in this country, but in the case of 
oil of chenopodium a dose of 20 minims is 
suggested for a dog weighing 30 1b. or over. 
This is considerably larger than that which we 
tind both safe and effective. 

A number of products are new to this edition, 
the most important being halibut-liver oil, 
rotenone and some barbiturates, notably nem- 
butal. There is also an interesting account of 
two antimony compounds, filsol and fuadin, 
recommended for use by injection in cases of 
heart worms (Dirofilaria immitis) in the dog. 

(3) Drugs Classified Pharmaceutically (145 
pages).—The general characters of each group 
are described, followed by a more detailed 
description of its individual members giving the 
physical characters, actions, uses and dosage. 
The vegetable drugs are adequately described 
in the preceding section and are, therefore, not 
recapitulated in this portion. 

(4) Biological Products (51 pages).—Profes- 
sor Eichhorn is again responsible for this 
portion of the volume, which includes diagrams 
illustrating the mallein and tuberculin tests. 
The space allotted permits only of an introduc- 
tion to the subject and the data given require 
extension to other diseases and products when 
applied to conditions in this country, e.g., lamb

Reports of Standing Committees 
Organising Committee. 

In the absence of the Chairman of this 
Committee (Captain J. R. Rider), the report 
Was read as follows by Professor W. M. 
MItrcHELL, who moved its reception and adop- 
tion, the motion being seconded by Mr. T. 
WILKINSON and carried without discussion :— 


A meeting of the Organising Committee was 
held at the Royal (Dick) Veterinary College, 
Edinburgh, on Monday, June 7th, 1937. 

The Chair was occupied by Professor W. M. 
Mitchell owing to the absence of Captain Rider, 
and there were also present the President, Mr. 
T. Wilkinson and Dr. W. R. Wooldridge, while 
Dr. O. Charnock Bradley, Mr. A. D. J. Brennan 
and Major D. S. Rabagliati, were co-opted for 
the purpose of the meeting. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were read 
and signed as correct. 

The committee received reports as follows with 
regard to the question of free treatment of sick 
animals of the poor:— 

(i) Yorkshire Division.—Dates had been sug- 
gested for the proposed’ discussion’ wit 
representatives of the Branch Committee, 
R.S.P.C.A. at Leeds. It was hoped to arrange 
for the meeting to take place before the end 
of June. 

(ii) North Midland Division.—A _ meeting 
between representatives of the Division and the 
R.S.P.C.A. had taken place. Little progress had 
been made towards opening a proposed central 
clinic, but negotiations were still proceeding. 

(iii) South-Eastern Division.—-An_ intimation 
had been received expressing the willingness of 
certain practitioners to assist at a central clinic 
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in a town in the area, and inviting the N.V.M.A. 
to re-open discussions with the R.S.P.C.A, with a 
view to the clinic being run on a panel system 
in ‘oon the various practitioners could take 
art, 

° It was decided to refer this matter to the sub- 
committee consisting of Captain Rider, Mr. 
Dawes and Mr. Griffiths, — at the 
January meeting to draft rules for the guidance 
of Divisions of the Association as to the terms 
and conditions under which Free. Treatment 
Schemes should be operated. It was further 
decided that the sub-committee should be asked 
to consider arranging an informal discussion 
with the Chief Secretary of the R.S.P.C.A., in 
regard to this matter and with the object of 
achieving uniformity on a national basis in the 
organisation of this work. For this purpose the 
sub-committee was given power to co-opt. 

A letter was read which had been addressed 
to the People’s Dispensary for Sick Animals. 
In the reply received to this letter the Association 
was informed that the Society did not contem- 
plate a change in its policy, 

Consideration was given to the suggestion made 
at the April meeting of Council by Captain 
G. Dunlop Martin, “ That the Association con- 
sider taking steps to secure further representation 
for the profession on the Governing Council of 
the People’s League of Health.” After discussion, 
it was decided that no action be taken. 


Parliamentary Committee. 

The Secretary read the report of this com- 
mittee as follows, Captain J. ©. Coleman 
(Chairman) being absent. 

The PRESIDENT moved the reception and adop- 
tion of the report, Major D. S. RaABaG.Liati 
seconding, and there being no discussion the 
motion was carried. 


The Parliamentary Committee met at the Royal 
= Veterinary College on Monday, June 7th, 
1937. 

In the unavoidable absence of Captain J. C. 
Coleman, the President occupied the Chair, and 
there were also present Professor G. F. Boddie, 
Mr. A, D. J. Brennan, Mr. Donald Campbell and 
Major D. S. Rabagliati. Mr. T. Wilkinson was 
co-opted for the purpose of the meeting. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were read 
and signed as correct. 

Further correspondence with the Minister of 
Agriculture with regard to the Livestock Industry 
Bill was read. This concerned a_ proposed 
amendment relating to the qualifications of per- 
sons authorised to inspect slaughterhouses in the 
area of a slaughterhouse scheme and the request 
of the Association that veterinary surgeons 
should be included among those given such 
right of entry in the event of this amendment 
being accepted. Upon hearing that this proposed 
amendment was not to be proceeded with and 
the explanation received from the Minister’s 
Private Secretary, the committee agreed thal no 
further action could usefully be taken in connec- 
tion with this Bill until the proposed Livestock 
Commission had been constituted. 

Consideration was given to a letter from the 
Scottish Branch suggesting that further efforts 
be made by the N.V.M.A. to secure the restriction 
of the sale of tuberculin to members of the 
medical and veterinary professions. The Hon. 
Secretary of the Scottish Branch having spoken 
to this request, the Committee decided to 
[a the various Breed Societies with the 
object of ascertaining whether they were willing 
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to support the Association in making such further 
representations. 

A letter was read which had been addressed to 
the Ministry of Health drawing attention to the 
absence from the Public Health (Imported Food) 
Regulations, 1937, of definite provision for the 
employment of members of the veterinary profes- 
sion in the carrying out of these Regulations. 
The reply received to this letter was also read 
to the committee, and in reply to the Associa- 
tion’s enquiry it was learned that it is competent 
for a Sanitary Authority to appoint, subject to 
the Minister’s consent, a veterinary surgeon as 
an “assistant officer” to undertake the duties 
under the Regulations. While not regarding this 
as altogether satisfactory, the committee came to 
the conclusion that nothing more could be done 
in view of the present wording of the Public 
Health Act, 1875, but the hope was expressed that 
the position of the veterinary surgeon would be 
regularised as a result of the representations 
made to the Departmental Committee presently 
considering the consolidation of Public Health 
Enactments. 

A further letter to the Ministry of Health was 
also laid before the committee, pointing out that 
the paragraph in the Sanitary Officers Order, 
1926, enabling velerinary surgeons to exercise 
the powers and duty of a sanitary officer in 
relation to meat had not been included in the 
Draft Regulations which the Minister proposes 
to make under the powers of Section II (2) of 
the Public Health (London) Act, 1936, and asking 
that such an addition should be made before the 
Regulations are issued. The letter was approved, 
and the Secretary instructed to press for a reply 
to this request. 

Copies were submitted of the following Bills: 

Protection of Animals. 

Exportation of Horses (as amended by a 
Standing Committee of the House). 

It was the view of the committee that neither 
of these Bills called for any action on the part 
of the Association. 


Veterinary Officers’ and Public Health 
Committee. 


Major (Chairman) read and 
moved the reception and adoption of the follow- 
ing report, Mr. WILKINSON seconding, and the 
motion being carried without discussion. 

A meeting of the Veterinary Officers’ and 
Public Health Committee was held at the Royal 
(Dick) Veterinary College on Tuesday, June 8th. 

Major D. S. Rabagliati occupied the Chair, 
and there were also present: The President 
(Captain R, Simpson), Mr. H. W. Steele Bodger, 
Mr. A. D. J. Brennan, Professor G. F. Boddie, 
Mr. T. Wilkinson and Dr. W. R. Wooldridge. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were read 
and signed as correct. 

The committee approved the letter sent to the 
Gloucestershire County Council requesting the 
removal of the extra fee of 2s. 6d. per animal 
per annum which farmers who employ their 
private veterinary surgeon for the tuberculin 
testing of herds licensed under the Milk (Special 
Designations) Order of 1936, are required to pay 
lo the County Council for the attendance of the 
County Veterinary Officer while such testing is 
being carried out. It was understood that the 
mattter will be considered by the Diseases of 
Animals Committee at a meeting to be held very 
~~ and that the Association will then receive 
a reply to its letter. 

At the last meeting, the committee was 
informed that the Southern Counties Division 
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- intended to formulate proposals for the develop- 


ment of the tuberculin-tested herds scheme in 
Dorset and arrangements were made for these 
proposals to be transmitted to the Dorset County 
Council with the approval of the Association 
and for the sending of a deputation on the 
subject if necessary. 

he committee now had before them a letter 
from Mr. E, F. Beckett, of Blandford, who had 
previously raised the matter, stating that since 
the last meeting of the Veterinary Officers’ and 
Public Health Committee the orset County 
Council had decided that the free testing of 
cattle on “ Accredited” farms would in future 
be limited to one test and that any subsequent 
tests necessary before a_ licence is granted 
should be done at the farmer’s expense by 
his own veterinary surgeon. It was understood 
that Mr. Beckett regarded this as a= satis- 
factory arrangement. It, therefore, appeared to 
the committee that no action on the part of the 
Association would be necessary, except that for 
record purposes Mr, Beckett should again be 
asked by whom the testing would be done after 
a licence is granted. 

The attention of the committee was drawn to 
the reasons given by the Minister of Health in 
allowing the appeal of a farmer against the 
decision of a committee of the Herefordshire 
County Council in connection with the carrying 
out of tuberculin tests under the Milk (Special 
Designations) Order, 1936, full details of which 
were published in a recent issue of the Veterinary 
Record, 

In this connection, the following resolution 
from the Society of Veterinary Practitioners was 
considered :— 

“That the attention of the Council of the 
N.V.M.A. should be called to the statement 
made by the Clerk to the Herefordshire 
County Council, in the recent appeal case of 
Messrs. H. Phillips and Sons, re the examin- 
ation of cattle under the Milk (Special 
Designations) Order, 1936, that they had no 
material before them upon which to come 
to a judicial decision as to the matter, and 
to suggest that the N.V.M.A. should write to 
the County Councils Association on the 
subject.” 

In view of the fact that the County Councils 
Association had not supported the representations 
made to them by the Herefordshire County 
Council arising out of the Minister’s ruling in 
this case, the committee came to the conclusion 
that it would be best if the matter were now 
allowed to rest. , 

The receipt was reported from the Ministry 
of Agriculture of a copy of the Tuberculosis 
(Attested Herds) Scheme (England and Wales), 
1937, together with an explanatory memorandum. 
This scheme, which came into force on June Ist, 
1937, replaces that issued in January, 1935, and 
affords further assistance, both financial and 
otherwise, to owners of cattle herds desiring to 
eradicate tuberculosis from their herds and to 
have them entered in the Register of Attested 
Herds. This assistance is given towards meeting 
the cost of any further tuberculin tests necessary 
to fulfil the conditions of the scheme and 
provision is made for most of this testing to 
be carried out by the veterinary surgeon usually 
employed by the owner of the herd. 


Appointments Committee. 


This report was read as follows by the 
Chairman of the committee (Major RaBaG.iat!), 
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Mr, SreeLe Bopcer seconding and there being 
no discussion :— 

The Appointments Committee met at the Royal 
(Dick) Veterinary College on Tuesday, June 8th. 

Major D. S. Rabagliati presided over the meet- 
ing in the absence of Major DeVine. There were 
also present the President (Captain R. Simpson), 
Professor G. F. Boddie, Dr. A. W. Whitehouse 
and Dr. W. R. Wooldridge. Mr. H. W. Steele 
Bodger and Mr. T. Wilkinson were co-opted for 
the purpose of the meeting, 

The minutes of the pfevious meeting were 
read and signed as correct. 

The committee was informed that the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies had been unable to 
receive representatives of the Association himself 
on the question of reviving the post of Adviser 
on Animal Health at the Colonial Office, but that 
a deputation consisting of the President, Major 
DeVine and Dr. Wooldridge had been granted 
an interview with the Parliamentary Under 
Secretary of State for the Colonies on May 24th. 

A report on this interview was received from 
members of the deputation present, and the 
committee learned that the attitude of the 
Colonial Office towards these further representa- 
tions appeared to be:— . 

(i) That the Colonial Office agreed in 
principle that a Veterinary Adviser was 
necessary, but that there was no immediate 
likelihood of the vacancy being filled. 

(ii) That the Committee of Animal Health 
as reorganised should meet the present 
requirements of the Service without the 
assistance of a Veterinary Adviser. 

(iii) That the Colonial Office had no direct 
knowledge of the assertion made by the 
deputation that veterinary officers in the 
Service felt the need for a _ Veterinary 
Adviser: on the contrary, the veterinary 
officers appeared to be perfectly satisfied 
with the present arrangements, 

In the light of this report, the committee agreed 
that the matter should be pursued and that the 
assistance of the Parliamentary Science Com- 
mittee should be enlisted. 

It was further agreed that a reminder be sent 
to the Colonial Office seeking fulfilment of their 
promise to intimate in writing their approval 
in principle of the appointment of Veterinary 
Adviser. 

A letter was received from the Hon, Secretary 
of the Association of Veterinary Inspectors 
(Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries) express- 
ing the appreciation and thanks of the members 
of that Association to the N.V.M.A., for the 
proposals for improving the salaries of the veter- 
inary inspectorate of the Ministry laid before 
representatives of the Department by deputation 
in November last. 

In this connection, a letter was read from the 
Secretary of the Ministry stating that the matter 
was still under consideration and regretting that 
no definite statement on the subject could yet 
be made. 

A similar reply was received with reference 
to the earlier representations made by _ the 
Association concerning the salaries of Veterinary 
Research Workers and Veterinary Investigation 
Officers. 

Consideration was given to a further letter 
from the Hon. Secretary of the Association of 
Veterinary Inspectors (Ministry of Agriculture) 
bringing to the notice of the committee the fact 
that discrimination exists between retired veter- 
inary inspectors of the Ministry and retired 
military and Colonial veterinary officers in so 
far as part-time employment in the Government 
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service is concerned, and asking that steps be 
taken to have this anomaly rectified. 

After discussion, the terms of a letter to the 
Secretary of the Ministry on the subject were 
agreed upon, and the drafting of this was left in 
the hands of Major Rabagliati and the Secretary 
after further information as to the present posi- 
tion had been secured.

from the minutes:— 

(i) A letter was read from the Kennel Club 
stating that subsequent to the reception of the 
deputation from the Association on March 16th 
it had been decided by the committee concerned 
that the profession of a veterinary surgeon was 
in itself no bar to judging at championship shows 
and that any grees for a veterinary sur- 
geon to judge will receive the same consideration 
as that of any other-applicant. 

This decision was noted with approval. 

The committee then considered the terms of 
a letter which had appeared in the Dog World 
and other publications over the signature of 
Mr. A. Cornish Bowden afd to the meeting 
between representatives of the Association and 
of the Kennel Club. 

After discussion, the committee agreed to a 
ores that a letter be sent to the Dog 

orld, Our Dogs, and the Kennel Gazette, disso- 
ciating the Association from the views expressed 
by Mr. Cornish Bowden in that communication. 

(ii) The Treasurer reported that in accordance 
with the suggestion made by Dr. Wooldridge at 
the last meeting of the committee, he had 
consulted the Association’s Brokers and with the 
——s of the President arranged for the sale of 
all the Association’s investments except the hold- 
ings of Southern Railway Preferred Ordinary 
and Conversion 3 per cent. Stocks, and that the 

roceeds had been invested in 23 per cent. and 

per cent. Conversion and 2? per cent. Funding 
Loan. The capital value of the Association’s 
investments had thereby been increased by a 
further £980. 

The committee confirmed these transactions 
and it was decided to seek the approval of the 
Council for the affixation of the Association’s 
Seal to documents relating thereto. 

Financial Statement for March and April.— 
The Treasurer presented a _ report on _ the 
Financial Statement for March and April. This 
was approved, the Treasurer’ being’ given 
authority to pay the liabilities shown therein, 
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Membership Subscriptions for 
1936.—The Secretary was authorised to sign 
affidavits in connection with the recovery through 
the County Court of membership subscriptions 
owing for 1936. 

Correspondence.—(i) A letter was_ received 
from the Hon. Secretary of the Veterinary 
Association of Victoria 
of the help rendered by the N.V.M.A, in the 
efforts which it had made with success to ensure 
that no member from this country appointed to 
the staff of an Animal Clinic in Melbourne should 
be restricted from joining the local veterinary 
association or otherwise taking an active part in 
veterinary affairs in Australia. 

(ii) The committee received, with regret, a 
letter from the Society of Veterinar flicers 
expressing the opinion that no useful purpose 
would be served at the present time by their 
nominating a member to act as a liaison officer 
in matters —, that Society, the N.V.M.A., 
and the Society of Veterinary Practitioners. 

No. 36, Gordon Square.—(a) The Secretary 
reported that agreements had been exchanged 
between the Association and Mr. H. G. Cherry, 
F.R.LB.A., Which provided for the sub-letting to 
him of the third and fourth floors for five years 
from May Ist at an annual rental of £150 inclusive 
of central heating and rates. 

(b) The question of a hot water supply was 
remitted to the House Committee for fuller 
consideration and report. 

(c) The committee agreed that the Council 
Chamber may be let for meetings of other 
Societies, the charge to be £1 1s, 0d. and meetings 
limited to three hours duration. 

Report of Select Committee on Medicine Stam 
Duties——The committee approved a letter which 
had been addressed to the Treasury to the effect 
that the Association would support any proposal 
to levy taxation on animal medicines so lon 
as freedom from liability of remedies dispense 
by veterinary surgeons were preserved. 

The committee further approved the action of 
the Chairman in bringing to the notice of the 
Editorial Committee a number of statements in 
the evidence presented to that Select Committee 
by bodies opposed to such a tax, with a view to 
their observations being dealt with in the 
columns of the Association’s journal. 

Additional Staff—The committee authorised 

the engagement of a female shorthand-typist to 
assist the General Secretary, and it was left in 
the hands of a sub-committee consisting of the 
President, Mr. McIntosh, Dr. Wooldridge and the 
Hon. Treasurer to mdke the appointment. 
_ Senior Clerk.—An application for an increase 
in remcad d having been received from Mr, L. 
Fredericks, the committee granted an immediate 
increase at the rate of £12 10s. 0d. per annum, 
and a further increase of £12 10s, 0d. per annum 
to become operative in a year’s ¢time. 

Gift—The committee accepted with the 
warmest appreciation and thanks the gift by 
Major Hamilton Kirk of an oil painting entitled 
“The Village Smithy,” | John F. Herring. 

The Late Dr, Griffith Evans.—In accordance 
with the instructions of the Council, the com- 
mittee considered the following recommendation 
received from the North Wales Division: — 

“That a fund be inaugurated by the 
National Veterinary Medical Association 
within the profession to institute a memorial 
to commemorate the work of the late 
Griffith Evans, pD.Sc., M.D., C.M., M.R.C.V.S." 

After some discussion, the further considera- 
tion of this matter was deferred to the next 
meeting. 
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The Presipenr having formally moved the 
reception and adoption of the report and 
financial statement, 

Mr. Nairn enquired if the action reported 
under the heading “‘ Report of Select Committee 
on Medicine Stamp Duties” represented the 
only action taken by the Association with refer- 
ence to that very important matter. 

The PRESIDENT replied that that was the case, 
but it would be observed that a letter had been 
addressed to the ‘Treasury indicating the 
Association’s willingness to support any 
proposal to levy taxation on animal medicines 
provided the freedom from liability of remedies 
dispensed by veterinary surgeons were 
preserved, 

Mr. Nairn, while thanking the President for 
his reply, said that he could not help feeling 
that a great opportunity had been missed of 
saying that, in the opinion of the veterinary 
profession, agriculture could get on equally well 
without a great many of those agents. He 
believed that some of the quack medicine 
vendors put forward the view that their reme- 
dies were essential to the farmer and that any 
interference with the free sale of those remedies 
would be detrimental to agriculture—but very 
little would be needed to refute those views. 

The PRESIDENT observed that those points 
were fully noted by the Finance and General 
Purposes Committee and by the Editorial Com- 
mittee, and they were dealt with by the latter 
in an editorial. The evidence showed that 
in so far as proprietary remedies in human use 
were concerned, the operation of stamp duties 
had no effect on the sale of those remedies. 
It was, however, still open to the Association 
to make some representations before the next 
Budget. 

Mr, Nairn proposed that the Association 
should take some further action and that the 
matter should be referred to the Finance and 
General Purposes Committee. 

After further discussion, Mr. Nairn’s motion 
was carried in the following form :— ' 

“That this matter be referred to the 
General Purposes Committee with a view 
to the whole situation being carefully 
watched and such further action being 
taken as that committee deems desirable.” 

The report of the Finance and General Pur- 
poses Committee, as amended by this additional 
comment, was carried, 


Editorial Committee. 


Dr, Woo_pripGeE (Chairman) read the follow- 
ing report of the Editorial Committee, moving 
its reception and adoption, and the motion being 
seconded by Mr. STeete BopGer and carried 
without discussion :— 

Three meetings of the Editorial Committee have 


been held during the short period which has 
elapsed since a report on its activities was made 
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to Council. The business conducted has been 
largely of a routine nature; nevertheless it may 
be mentioned that the volume of material sub- 
mitted for consideration by the committee has 
been large, a pleasing feature in this connection 
being the receipt of a steady flow of contribu- 
tions to the clinical columns of the Association’s 
journal, 

Advantage has been taken of the public interest 
aroused in the matter of the provision of a safe 
ilk supply by such events as the recent debate 
thereupon in the House of Lords and the issue 
of Part I of the report of the committee on 
Milk and Nutrition to review relevant matter in 
editorials, annotations, and other sections of the 
Veterinary Record and to express clearly the 
Association’s view that control of the production 
of milk should be transferred from the medical 
to the veterinary profession, 


Reports of Special Committees 


Special Committee on “ Free Services.” 


The next business before the meeting was to 
receive the final report of the Special Committee 
on “ Free Services,” entitled ‘ Report of a 
Committee of the N.V.M.A. on the Investigation 
of the Organisation of the Veterinary Profession 
in the United Kingdom.” 

The PRESIDENT said that that report had been 
circulated to every member of the Council and 
he would ask Dr. Wooldridge, Chairman of the 
Committee which had drawn up the report, to 
speak to it. 

Dr. WOOLDRIDGE observed that he would like 
to read a short report arising from the last 
meeting of the Special Committee as certain 
matters were dealt with therein which did not 
find a place in the final report circulated to 
Council. 


A meeting of the Special Committee on “ Free 
Services” was held at No. 36, Gordon Square, 
on Thursday, May 13th, 1937, 

Dr. W. R. Wooldridge occupied the Chair, and 
there were also present the President (Captain 
R. Simpson), Mr. H. W. Steele Bodger, Major 
Brennan DeVine, Mr. J. B. Dier, Captain O. V. 
Gunning, Professor W. M. Mitchell, Mr. J. O. 
ye and Major D. S. Rabagliati. 

Apologies for absence were received from the 
President-Elect (Captain D. Campbell) and Mr. 
T. Wilkinson. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were read 
and signed as correct. 

The committee received a draft final report to 
Council, prepared the Chairman, 

The report having been agreed to in principle, 
the committee then considered it in detail and 
made a number of amendments. A copy of the 
report as approved by the committee hee been 
sent to each member of the Council, and it is 
recommended that, if adopted by the Council, 
the report be published as a booklet and issued 
to all members of the Association and to bodies 
which might be interested in its contents. 

In accordance with the instructions of the 
April meeting of Council, the letter from Mr. 
Hall Masheter then remitted to the committee 
was considered, a copy having previously been 
circulated to each member. 

It was the feeling of the meeting that most of 
the points raised by Mr. Hall Masheter in his 
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letter had already been considered by the com- 
mittee and dealt with in the draft final report. 

In regard to the report of tite Reorganisation 
Commission for Milk, 1936, extracts from this 
were before the meeting and it was agreed thal 
as the more important references to the profes- 
sion therein had been incorporated in the final 
report to Council, the Council be informed that 
it was the view of the committee that the 
findings of the Commission do not call for any 
further action at the moment. 

Before the meeting terminated, a_ resolution 
was passed expressing the committee’s deep 
sense of gratitude to the Chairman for his 
valuable services in the drafting of its final 
report. The Secretary also was thanked for 
his assistance in the same connection. 

Proceeding, Dr. Wooldridge said that before 
moving the adoption of the final report® as 
circulated, he should like to move the amend- 
ments that had also been circulated to members 
of the Council. Those amendments’ were 
primarily of a literary character, but there 
were one or two others. These included the 
addition to the list of members of the committee 
of the names of Captain Barker (President of 
the Association, 1935-36) and Captain R. 
Simpson, their present President. 

Dr. Wooldridge proceeded to indicate the 
further amendments to which he had referred 
and continued by observing that in moving the 
adoption of that report he thought one might 
perhaps say that the views originally expressed 
within the profession through the practitioners 
seemed to have been largely substantiated by 
the report of the committee. He felt, however, 
that the report made it clear that the friction 
within the profession was in no way due to 
the profession itself; that was why the com- 
inittee had gone on to consider the organisation 
of the profession and to report’ thereon. 
Without further words, he desired to move the 
reception and adoption of the report. 

The motion seconded by Professor 
MITCHELL, 

The PRESIDENT having invited discussion on 
the motion for the reception of the final report 
of the Special Committee with the circulated 
list of alterations and those put forward 
verbally by the Chairman of the committee, 
together with the report of the meeting of the 
committee held on May 14th, : 

Professor BoppieE said that he thought it was 
only right that at the end of the labours of 
that committee they should make some reference 
to the amount of work that must have been 
put into the production of that final report. 
One had only to read through it very cursorily 
to realise that the committee must have devoted 
a very great deal of time to amassing all the 
evidence that they considered and to weighing 
up that evidence and forming the conclusions 
they had put before the Council. What perhaps 
impressed him most of all on reading that 
report was the fairness with which it dealt 
with all parties, and he thought they must 


congratulate the committee on the impartial 
way in which they had weighed up the evidence 
—also the manner in which they had placed 
their conclusions before them. He could not 
help thinking that the report gained strength 
a great deal from the studied moderation of 
its phraseology: it seemed to him to have been 
a great achievement to have produced a report 
of that character and yet to have kept through- 
out its moderate tone, 

He had only one minor suggestion to make. 
On page 18 they had “ Part I11.—Summary 
and Recommendations,” and then on page 21 
they had a further ‘“ Summary”: it looked as 
though there was a summary of a summary, 
and it might be better if some other word were 
chosen for the first word “summary” on 
page 18. 

Dr. thanked Professor Boddie 
for his remarks and said that the observations 
with which he concluded them represented the 
type of suggestion the committee would wel- 
come, 

Dr, BrapLey thought that Professor Boddie’s 
point would be met if the order of words in 
the heading on page 18 were reversed to read 
“ Recommendations and Summary.” 

Mr. BrayLey REYNOLDS observed that as he 
fully agreed with all that Professor Boddie 
had said in commendation of the report he 
hesitated to make some criticisms. He noticed 
that one correction that the Chairman of the 
committee suggested should be made was in 
regard more or less to the terms of reference. 
Dr, Wooldridge had suggested that there should 
be substituted for paragraph 1 of the report 
as circulated the following: ‘‘ On October Ist, 
1935, the Council of the Association appointed 
a committee, which was instructed to discuss 
the question of free and semi-free services of 
a professional nature and to report to the 
Council thereon.” He (Mr, Reynolds) drew 
attention to this because he would really like 
to know what were the precise terms of refer- 
ence to that commitfee. The reason he asked 
was because the report as a whole and its 
findings seemed to suggest what should be laid 
down as to the re-constitution of the veterinary 
profession as a whole: it did not seem to miss 
any point, and in that sense there was a 
departure from the terms of reference. 

Another reason why he drew attention to 
that matter was that if the report were adopted 
and it was to go forward as what the 
“ National ” thought should be the lines on — 
which the veterinary profession should be 
organised, the report should be very carefully 
worded indeed. They had before them a rather 
long list of corrections that should be put into 
the report, and as the mover of the report had 
suggested that he would welcome other correc- 
tions from various members, he would venture 
to add that he thought there were many that 
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could be made. He, therefore, wished to repeat 
that the report should be very carefully worded 
if it was to be regarded as the final expression 
of opinion of the “ National.” 

Dr. Woo.LpribGE replied that he would like 
to emphasise that he was only asking for 
literary corrections: no suggestions amending 
the general tenor of the report could be enter- 
tained, but only such as that indicated by Dr. 
Bradley, which would be welcomed. 

As regarded the terms of reference, the 
comunittee, in considering that matter, had also 
read back a little to see what resolutions were 
before the Council at the time they brought 
the committee into being, while they had also 
had to bear in mind the position revealed by 
the answers to the questionnaire and other 
relative material they had had to consider 
during the two years that had elapsed; in 
consequence it had been thought wise to widen 
the scope of that enquiry a little. He would 
like to have the Council’s endorsement of that 
course—as to whether the committee were 
justified in having widened somewhat their 
terms of reference. 

Captain DoNnaALD CAMPBELL said that the 
question had arisen as to the terms of reference 
under which that committee was appointed, and 
a suggestion had been made that the report 
dealt with a great multiplicity of matters that 
rather went beyond those terms of reference. 
He had there the actual terms of reference 
contained in a letter from the General Secretary 
of the “National” calling together’ that 
committee, (The speaker read the letter in 
question.) The terms of reference could not be 
considered in isolation but only in association 
with a resolution, forwarded from the Society of 
Veterinary Practitioners, from which they had 
sprung. 

Mr. Nairn moved “ That this Council approve 
of the widening of the terms of reference,” 
saying that he did so because it was, he thought, 
most opportune that at this time the committee 
should have discussed that question more widely 
than they were expected to do at the beginning. 
The committee had made their report at a time 
when great changes were pending in the veter- 
inary services of this country. 

Dr. WoOoLDRIDGE observed that he must con- 
tend that the original terms of reference were 
purposely chosen so that the scope of the 
enquiry could be amended if the committee, as 
they proceeded, deemed such a course to be 
necessary. He suggested that the motion should 
be worded that “If it be found that the com- 
mittee have widened their terms of reference, 
this Council approves of the action taken.” 

Mr. Nairn having accepted the amendment, 
the amended motion was seconded by Mr. 
STEELE BopGER and carried. 

The Presipent said that if there was no 


further discussion he proposed to put the 
original motion by Dr. Wooldridge, ‘That the 
report of the Special Committee be received and 
adopted by the Council.” 

The motion was carried unanimously. 

Some discussion now arose as to whether or 
not the editorials appearing in the Veterinary 
Record and listed in Appendix I of the report 
should be included in the report as issued to 
members, and it was eventually agreed “ That 
the editorials be included.” 

The PRESIDENT said that now that that report 
had been received unanimously by the Council 
he thought he should move from the chair that 
the thanks of the Council and the other mem- 
bers of the Association generally should be 
accorded the Chairman and the other members 
of that committee. (Hear, hear.) He felt 
sure the Council would agree with him that 
they had had an exceptionally difficult task— 
and possibly in some aspects a rather unpleasant 
task—but they had discharged their labours not 
only with energy but with tolerance and states- 
manship, and he was confident that all the 
members of the Association must be grateful to 
them for their work. As had already been 
mentioned, the issue of that report was most 
opportune at the present time in view of the fact 
that the new agricultural policy had been 
announced quite recently; he trusted that those 
who might be responsible for the framing of 
legislation to give effect to that policy would 
take measures to consult that Association at 
every possible step. ° 

It would be invidious for him to single out 
any particular member of that committee for 
special praise, but he was certain that the 
members of the committee themselves would 
agree with him when he said that the Council 
and the Association were very much indebted 
to Dr. Wooldridge. (Applause.) It was wholly 
due to his patience and the amount of his time 
und leisure which he had been willing to give 
to the work of that committee that they had 
been able to present a unanimous report to the 
Council. They were very grateful indeed to 
him. (Applause.) He moved that the report 
of the Special Committee be accepted and that 
a record of their appreciation of the services 
of the committee be entered in the minutes. 

Mr. Nairn, seconding the motion, observed 
that from what had been said by several 
speakers that afternoon, everyone, both within 
that Council and outside, must feel very grate- 
ful to the committee for that great work, that 
labour of love, which they -had before them, 
performed on the Association’s behalf. 

Major RaBAGLIATI said that, as a member of 
the Special Committee, he was sure that every 
member of the committee was very grateful and 
fully endorsed every word that the President 
had said concerning Dr. Wooldridge in express- 
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ing very high appreciation of his labours as 
Chairman ; also, they could not let that occasion 
pass without expressing their grateful thanks 
to the General Secretary for the enormous 
amount of work he had done in connection with 
the activities of the committee, with particular 
reference .to summarising the replies to the 
questionnaire. 

Dr, WOOLDRIDGE, returning thanks, associated 
himself with Major Rabagliati’s tribute to the 
General Secretary—Mr. Knight had worked in 
the most valuable way throughout. Dr. 
Wooldridge added that the labours of the com- 
mittee had indeed been great, but if the 
profession could work together as a whole in 
the way that that Special Committee, over 
which he had had the honour to preside during 
the past two years, had collaborated, then he 
thought that they could look forward to the 
future with a very light and proud heart. 


Committee to Consider Nominations for the 
Dalrymple-Champneys Prize. 

The Secretary read the following report, 
which was received and adopted without discus- 
sion, Mr. F, T, Harvey’s name being received 
with loud applause :— 


The committee appointed to consider nomina- 
tions for the 1937 award of the Dalrymple- 
Champneys Prize met at the offices of the 
Association on Monday, May 24th, 1937. 

There were present, the President (Captain R. 
Simpson), in the Chair, Sir Weldon Dalrymple- 
Champneys, Major T. Dalling and Professor G, H. 
Wooldridge. 

A letter was submitted from the Hon. Bocetary 


of the Scottish Branch nominating Mr. ; 
Harvey, F.R.c.v.s., of St. Columb, and _ stating 
that the nomination was supported by the 


Scottish Branch and its constituent Divisions. 

After consideration, the committee  unani- 
mously resolved to recommend :— 

“That the Dalrymple-Champneys Prize for 
1937 be awarded to Mr, F. T. Harvey, F.R.C.v.s.” 

The suggestion was adopted that a recommend- 
ation be made that in future years a letter be 
addressed to the Divisions reminding them of 
the date when nominations should be submitted; 
and that at the same time a “ reminder” should 
also be published in the Association’s journal. 


RESOLUTION 


The Secretary read the following resolution 
standing on the agenda paper in the name ‘of 
Dr. W. R. Wooldridge :— 

“That no individual who has either 
resigned from membership or been removed 
from membership of the N.V.M.A., because 
of accepting a ‘ banned’ post or of applying 
for a banned post shall be elected to the 
Association unless by a majority of three- 
fourths of the members of the Council 
present at the meeting at which his applica- 
tion for re-admission is considered.” 


Dr. WooLprIDGE said that he begged to move 
that resolution. He did so in no vindictive 


spirit, but because he thought that when Council 
had taken so grave a decision as to ask a 
member to resign from the Association it should 
not reverse that decision without very strong 
and weighty reasons and preliminary delibera- 
tion. That resolution clarified the issue as to 
what sort of unanimity, should he say, was 
required before such a member could be re- 
admitted to the Association, 

The motion having been seconded, 

The PREsIDENT informed Mr. Watt that seven 
members of Council constituted a quorum, 

Mr. Wart: “TI hardly think that three- 
quarters of seven is sufficient.” 

Dr. WHITEHOUSE said that he would like to 
raise a legal question as to whether it was in 
order for the Council, on a single resolution, 
to alter the franchise. 

The PRESIDENT: “ As to whether it would not 
be safer to take the advice of the Solicitor?” 
That did not, continued the President, involve 
any change in the articles of association, but 
there would be no harm in referring that matter 
to the Solicitor in view of the point made by 
Mr. Watt. 

Mr. STEELE BopvGer: “1 formally move, as 
an amendment, that the terms of the resolution 
be as now read out with the exception that 
after the words ‘ shall be elected to the Associa- 
tion’ the resolution shall read ‘unless by a 
majority of three-fourths of the members of the 
Council present, provided that not fewer than 
50 per cent. of Council members are present at 
the meeting at which his application for re- 
admission is considered.” 

Dr. WooLpRIDGE said that he would like to 
see the present resolution go through as _ it 
stood: the Council meeting that day was a 
small one, unfortunately, but if they had three- 
quarters of the members” present voting 
affirmatively on such an issue the vote would 
still be one fairly representative of the Council. 

Mr. CAMPBELL supported Dr. Wooldridge’s 
attitude, adding, amid laughter, that if that 
Council meeting was “big enough to receive the 
important report on the organisation of the 
veterinary profession it was surely large enough 
to decide on a matter of that kind. 

There being no seconder for Mr. Steele 
Bodger’s amendment, the resolution was carried. 


ANY OTHER BUSINESS 


Under this heading the Secrerary read the 
following letter from the President of 
the Central Veterinary Society (Division, 
N.V.M.A.) :-— 


THE SECRETARY, 
NATIONAL VETERINARY MEDICAL ASSOCIATION. 


Dear Sir,—At a meeting of the Central Veter- 
inary Division of the N.V.M.A., on Thursday, 
May 6th, the following was an important item 
on the Agenda:— 

“To discuss what measures, if any, can be 
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taken to check or prohibit the practice adopted 
by certain unqualified persons of using letters, 
after their names, which might lead the public 
to believe that they are qualified to practise 
veterinary medicine or surgery.” 

A long and vigorous discussion took place. 
Arising from the discussion it was resolved: 
“That the matter in question was of such 
importance to the profession that best results 
would accrue from what might be termed central 
action taken by the parent body.” : 

The representatives of the Central Society on 
the Council of the National were instructed to 
put forward and support a_ notice of motion 
which it is hoped might come forward for 
discussion at the October meeting of the National 
Council. 

The notice of motion reads:— 

“That the Council of the National Veter- 
inary Medical Association investigate what 
measures, if any, can be taken to check or 
prohibit the practice adopted by certain 
unqualified persons of using letters, after 
their names, which might lead the public 
to believe that they are qualified to practise 
velerinary medicine or surgery.”

THE AGRICULTURE BILL 


After we had gone to press with our issue of 
last week there was read the first time, in 
the House of Commons, the measure published at 
the commencement of this number of the 
Velerinary Record, viz., the Agriculture Bill, 
embodying the Government’s proposals for the 
fertilising of land with the aid of subsidy, 
increasing the acreage of wheat for which 
deficiency payments may be made, the provision 
of further grants for land drainage, and 
measures on a national and uniform scale for the 
eradication of disease in animals and poultry. 
The second reading of this Bill formed the 
business for the first part of last Monday’s sitting 
of the House. It was anticipated that the whole 
of Thursday and Friday would be devoted to 
the committee stage of the measure. 


Second Reading 


The second reading was moved by Mr. 
RAMSBOTHAM (Minister of Pensions), in a speech 
dealing with the land and crop improvement 
aspects of the Bill. 

Mr, Patina (Wentworth) said that with regard 
to the question of animal diseases, the Opposi- 
tion gave their whole-hearted support to what 
was proposed to be done. The Minister of 
Agriculture stated that diseases of animals were 
responsible for the loss of about £14,000,000 a 
year. That was a tremendous waste for the 
community, and if it could be prevented it ought 
lo be. As far as the Opposition were concerned, 
they would willingly spend any money in that 
direction. On that question he would like to 
quote a statcment in an article in last week’s 
Farmers’ Weekly which pointed out that for 
animals the cheapest and best of all food is good 
water. The article went on to refer to the fact 
that thousands of beasts, dairy cattle, in this 
country were drinking water that was filthy and 
foul, and that that was a prolific cause of disease. 
Was anything to be done to remedy that state 
of affairs? e did not see any remedy in the 
Bill. That was one of the things which might 
be attended to. It was excellent work to have 
research committees and veterinary services for 
the purpose of curing and eradicating disease. 
It was much better to prevent disease by ensuring 
a purer water supply rather than dealing with 
the disease after it had occurred. 

Mr. R. Acianp (Barnstaple) said that the 
Government had made _ itself a past-master of 
the art of taking hold of a_ policy which 
amounted to nothing more than a tinkering with 
the surface and introducing it with a blast of 
trumpets which made it sound like an agricul-

Where in_ the Bill was there 
provision for what the Minister of Agriculture, 
in his speech on the Financial Resolution, called 
the improvement of grassland management? 

The Government were to spend a_ negligible 
sum on drainage and were to encourage the 
application of two types of manures. That was 
ood so far as it went, but how inadequate! 
nstead of using the blunt instrument of forcing 
particular manures on farmers) why did the 
Government not say that if the farmer used the 
manures which tests revealed to be necessary 
for his land they would subsidise the application 
of those manures? Would that not be a more 
accurate and scientific policy? ; 

There was no mention in the Bill of the 
breaking-up of land or the using of pedigree 
seeds. Did the Government mean business or 
did they not? Was it to be left to Professor 
Stapleton to do what the Government ought to 
be doing? 

The oud Fertility Committee ought to be 
converted into a public body, whose function 
should be to improve grassland throughout the 
country on a non-profit-making basis. He begged 
the Government to consider this, and not to 
turn it down as being a piece of Socialism. 
What steps had the Government taken to place 
a grass-drying apparatus within the reach of the 
farmer, as the Minister of Agriculture had said 
that they would be glad to do? None whatever. 
This was another case of trumpet-blowing with 
no action, 

This thing was much nearer to perfection than 
people generally believed, and the result of the 
competition in grass-drying machines at the 
Royal Agricultural Show, which would be 
announced on the morrow would reveal that a 
machine had been perfected which would show 
a staggering advance. If he was right, then the 
position had become urgent. Many persons were 
working to perfect these machines with inade- 
quate resources. Ought not the State now to buy 
out these experimenters and_ pool the 
discoveries they had made? If necessary the State 
should expend public money in carrying the 
experiments a_ little further, produce the best 
machines as cheaply as possible, and get them 
out on to the countryside at the least possible 
cost and in the greatest possible number. 

Mr. Quipe.y (Brigg) observed that the Minister 
made provision in the Bill for dealing with 
diseases of cattle, and he was very pleased to 
hear his hon. Friend who spoke from the Front 
Bench mention, in this connection, the question 
of drinking water for cattle. Those who lived 
in river areas knew that that was another case 
where there was a necessity for collaboration 
between the various authorities concerned, or 
else be a clear statement from the Front Bench 
indicating who was to be responsible for seeing 
that the water supplies in grazing areas were nol 
polluted. They knew the danger of cattle drink- 
ing out of polluted streams and that in some 
cases the water supplied to cattle was abomin- 
able. Whose duty was it to look after this 
matter? Was it the duty of the Ministry of 
Health or of the Ministry of Agriculture? Who- 
ever had the duty, it had been neglected for many 
years. 

He could take hon. Members to places where 
all the effluent from the farm went down-hill 
into a pond and that pond was the only source of 
water supply for all the animals on the farm. 
Veterinary surgeons occasionally inspected the 
animals and the shippons, but the House would 
like to know who was responsible for seeing that 
the scandalous state of affairs with regard to 
water supply was altered. With its alteration 
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there would be a distinct improvement in the 
housing of the cattle. 

Sir R. W. Smira (Aberdeen and Kincardine) 
said that Mr. Paling had stated that he dis- 
approved of some of the proposals of the 
Government because the benefit would go into 
the pockets of private individuals inasmuch as 
the land was privately owned. He would point 
out to the hon, Gentleman, who apparently did 
not know much about Scotland, that the largest 
individual landowner there was the Department 
of Agriculture. He also objected to land drain- 
age because the benefit would go into the pockets 
of the landowners. If he objected to that, why 
did he approve of the proposals with regard to 
velerinary services? The would cost the 
country a lot of money. e was unaware of 
the fact that the cattle of this country belonged 
to the State and not to private individuals. If 
it was not correct to assist land drainage because 
the land was privately owned, it was not correct 
to assist in veterinary services because the cattle 
were privately owned, 

He would like to say that they welcomed very 
much the provisions for extending the means of 
dealing with diseases of animals. There was 
a feeling in Scotland that under the centralisa- 
tion of the veterinary services many of the 
veterinary surgeons who were now watkine with 
the local authorities in different parts of the 
country would be thrown out of work, and he 
thankéd the Minister for the assurance he gave 
them on that point the other night. There was 
also a feeling among his farmers that it was a 
great pity that the Minister did not go further 
in dealing with the diseases of animals and 
include grass sickness among horses. He gathered 
that the Minister had power to bring other cattle 
or animals under the provisions of the Bill and 
he trusted that he would do so, because the 
losses through horse sickness were in certain 
‘ases very serious, and it was a disease in which 
research had apparently not yet been carried 
very far. 

Mr. PickruorN (Cambridge University) said 
that it was too late in the debate to argue at 
all elaborately the general case for the Bill, but 
he should like to add his voice in approval 
particularly of Part of the Bill—the 
veterinary part. He felt sure that it was in that 
sort of direction, and in the improving of the 
status of the veterinary profession and of their 
education that the greatest hope lay. There was 
a great elaboration in this Bill of all the safe- 
guards or the absence of safeguards for House 
of Commons control over administration and 
indirect legislation. It little short of 
preposterous that Clause I of the Rules Publica- 
tion Act should remain on the Statute-book, since 
it had become the almost invariable practice to 
contract out of it. 

Mr. Curistie (Norfolk, S.) supposed that as a 
general proposition it was difficult to say any- 
thing against the veterinary proposal. He very 
much regretted the fact that the old Diseases of 
Animals Committees had to go out of existence. 
The work the committee had done in his own 
county had been admirable, and it was a great 
mistake and a great pity to dispense with public 
work done by busy people who were prepared 
to give up their time in order to serve their 
fellow citizens. He could not help. thinking 
that if somehow the Minister could still keep 
them in being and make use of them, even if 
only in an advisory capacity, it would be very 
wise, and would make his machinery work very 
much more smoothly. Those men were well 
known in the agricultural industry, their 
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Opinions were accepted as being accurate and 
they had the confidence of their fellow-farmers, 
and it would be a great mistake to dispense with 
their services, 

Lord Eresspy (Rutland and 
Stamford) thought that, on the whole, the Bill was 
good as far as it went. The part of the Bill 
which dealt with the eradication of disease would 
have the good will of everyone, but when he was 
reading the other day an article which stated 
that the road to health was to be found rather 
in the art of living than in the science of 
avoiding death, he could not help thinking thal 
a well heleacea and really prosperous agricul- 
ture would do more to eradicate disease than 
these proposals, welcome though they were. 


THE MINISTER’S REPLY 

The MINISTER OF AGRICULTURE (Mr. W. 5S. 
Morrison) in the course of his reply to the debate, 
said that many hon. Members — expressed 
approval of the provision to deal with animal 
diseases. The hon. Member for Central Aber- 
deenshire (Sir R. W. Smith) asked him about 
grass sickness, and it was true that the proposals 
which were now embodied in the Bill would 
enable the central veterinary service to take 
powers to deal with that disease. But an essen- 
tial preliminary to the administration of an Act 
against disease was an understanding of thal 
disease, and at present this disease was in the 
realm of research. They were conducting 
researches into it at the Moredun Institute, which 
was very well suited-for that particular research. 
That was being done by grants which were made 
available by the Agricultural Research Council. 
When the results of these researches became 
available, that would be the time for a campaign 
against the disease to be initiated. But while 
it was true that the central veterinary proposals 
in that Bill would enable them to suggest 
remedies for any disease in any animal, the first 
reliminary was to have an understanding, and 
or that purpose to have research conducted. 

He would like to thank the Noble Lord the 
Member for Rutland and = Stamford (Lord 
Willoughby de Eresby) for making an interesting 
and suggestive speech. He made the point thal 
the health of animals was ensured not by reason 
of veterinary services, but was bound up to a 
large extent with the health of the soil itself, if 
there were present in it the correct amounts of 
minerals and other constituents, That was_ the 
correct answer to the suggestion of some hon. 
Members that there were different purposes in 
different parts of the Bill. Hon. Members might 
have thought that the proposals for the eradica- 
tion of animal diseases bore no relation to other 
proposals for assisting arable cultivation. There 
was one keynote of all the provisions, and that 
was health. The health of the animals was 
assisted by healthy soil. 

The Bill was read a Second time and com- 
mnitted to a committee of the Whole House, 


THE MILK SCHEME 
TWELVE Montus’ EXTENSION 


Mr. KRamspotuam (the House in Committee) 
moved financial resolution the purpose. of 
which, he said, was to extend by a period of 
twelve months the provisions of the Milk Act, 
1934, as amended by the Milk (Extension of 
Temporary Provisions) Act, 1936. He recalled 
how it was decided in 1934 to make advances 
to the Milk Board to permit of a minimum return 
being secured on milk used for manufacturing 
purposes, such advances’ being contingently 
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repayable. The then Minister of Agricultpre 
informed the House in July, 1935, that he 
intended to review the situation before March, 
1936, in the light of our obligations under trade 
agreements and the recommendations of the 
Reorganisation Commission which had been set 
up. But the Commission’s Report was delayed 
and since the advances under the Act of 1934 
expired in March, 1936, the Act was extended for 
a period of 18 months, which would expire next 
September. 

t had been hoped to lay before the House a 
more permanent policy in the autumn of 1936, 
but the Report of the Reorganisation Commission 
was not received until last November. The 
Report had to be carefully considered and _ it 
was necessary to ascertain the views of the 
numerous organisations engaged in the industry. 
The views of these organisations were being 
submitted up to June 3rd. It would have been 
extremely foolish for the Minister to have done 
otherwise than to have consulted these bodies. 
If he had not done so it would not have saved 
time in the long run and would have made for 
trouble, 

The delay was inevitable in dealing with so 
immense and complex an industry. Ill-considered 
and precipitate action might do irreparable harm 
both to the producer and the consumer. They 
were dealing with an industry the value of whose 
output of milk and dairy produce was about 
£65,000,000, and which employed 300,000 men 
and women. Taking the value of the 3,500,000 
cows £90,000,000, they had _ capital of 
£165,000,000 to £170,000,000, to consider. These 
were large figures, and success or failure in the 
details of a permanent policy had an immense 
repercussion on those engaged in the industry 
and those who consumed its products. No time 
was being lost. 

Mr. JounsTon (Stirling and Clackmannan, W.) 
said that the Opposition most heartily agreed 
with that part of the resolution which provided 
for a continuance of subsidised milk for children 
of from five to 14. But he found it exceedingly 
difficult to find suitable language within the rules 
of the House to describe the criminal folly of an 
organised high price to the poor consumer of 
liquid milk and a subsidised non-economic price 
to wealthy manufacturers. Milk for school 
children between five and 14 years was being 
supplied at Is. a gallon—-and nobody objected to 
that—but milk for babies and for children up to 
four years of age and for nursing mothers cost 2s. 
a gallon. 

hy subsidise chocolate manufacturers, who 
got milk at 5d. to 73d. a gallon? Why should 
12,000,000 gallons of tinned milk be exported to 
Central Europe at 6d. a gallon?) It was a crime 
to convert liquid milk into chocolate, cheese, 
umbrella handles, or anything else until the need 
of every citizen for liquid milk was first met. 

Sir F. AcCLANpD (Cornwall, N.) said it was a little 
difficult to agree to continue another instalment 
of the subsidy. We did not seem yet to be 
within reasonable reach of a policy which would 
strike at the root of the milk difficulty—namely, 
the tendency for the proportion of factory milk 
steadily to increase in proportion to liquid milk. 

Mr. Hopkin (Carmarthen) said that the exten- 
sion of the Milk Act would benefit only the 
Government and would be to the disadvantage 
of the producer. 

In the course of further debate, 

Mrs. Tate (Frome) said that it was time they 
had a real impartial inquiry as to the respective 
values of pasteurized and unpasteurized milk. 
She believed that the campaign for pasteurized 
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milk was conducted on behalf of the distributors. 

Mr. W. S. Morrison said that a great deal of 
the disparity between the high price to con- 
sumers and the low price to manufacturers arose 
from the fact that we imported an immense 
quantity of milk products into this country at a 
very low price. The average price charged 
for milk products was very low. This step was 
being taken to carry over_the milk situation for 
another twelve months. That did not mean that 
the Government would do nothing for twelve 
months. He hoped that before the end of, that 
period they would see permanent proposals, if 
=< on the Statute-book, at least on their way 
there. 

The resolution was agreed to and the House 
resumed, 

At a later session the Financial resolution 
on the Milk (Amendment) Bill was agreed to on 
report ona Mr. Ramsbotham, Minister of Pensions, 
brought in the Bill.

Livestock Commission Members 

On Thursday of last week Lord Feversham 
announced in the House of Lords that the 
ineinbers of the Cattle Commission who have 
administered the cattle subsidy will form the 
nucleus of the new Livestock Commission. He 
said that, in the opinion of the Minister of 
Agriculture, no better choice could be made. Sir 
John Chancellor and all his colleagues had 
expressed their willingness to serve on the new 
Commission. The Government were fortunate 
in being able to ensure the smooth transition 
from the emergency to the permanent scheme. 
The Cattle Commission consists of a Chairman 
and six other members, and the Livestock Bill 
provides that the Livestock Commission shall 
consist of a Chairman and not less than eight 
other members. 


LIVESTOCK INDUSTRY BILL THROUGH 
REPORT IN THE LORDS 


The above announcement was made by the 
of Feversham, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Agriculture, who, introducing 
consideration of the Livestock Industry Bill on 
Report, said he wished to make a brief statement 
on the Constitution of the Livestock Commission, 
which was to be primarily responsible for the 
administration of the Bill.

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when the Minister was in a position to set up 
that body. 

The Government were extremely fortunate in 
being able to ensure the smooth transition from 
the emergency to the permanent arrangement 
by paying a subsidy, and to undertake, with the 
confidence of the industry, the administration 
of the other aspects of the far-reaching proposals 
which this Bill contained. (Cheers.) The Cattle 
Committee consisted of a Chairman and six other 
members, and the Bill provided that the Live- 
stock Commission should consist of a Chairman 
and not more than eight other members. The 
question of appointing two other persons to 
serve on the Commission would receive the 
consideration of the Minister of Agriculture in 
due course. 

The Ear. or FEVERSHAM then moved an amend- 
ment to Clause 17 (which relates to livestock 
market bye-laws) to enable bye-laws to be made 
providing for different methods of auctioning 
lo apply to particular sales, 

The amendment was: agreed to. 

On Clause 19 (which relates to the apportion- 
ment of liabilities incurred in connection with 
livestock markets orders by owners of market 
premises) an amendment, moved by the Earl of 
Feversham was agreed to, including a liability 
to make any payment on account of the cost 
of making any alteration of the premises which 
had been required by the Commission to be 
made, or to make contributions to the Commis- 
sion in respect of those premises. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSE SCHEMES 

On Clause 23, Viscount BLEDISLOE moved an 
amendment requiring that the Commission in 
framing schemes’ for central experimental 
slaughterhouses might take into consultation 
agricultural co-operative societies along with the 
other bodies representative of interests con- 
cerned. The amendment, he said, was purely 
permissive, and did not, as the amendment 
moved in committee ,appeared to do, include 
industrial co-operative societies. 

Lord HAstTInGs, in supporting the amendment, 
said that the agricultural co-operative societies 
had a right to be consulted, and that was all 
that was being asked. 

The EArt oF FEVERSHAM agreed that it was of 
the utmost importance that there should be a 
greater degree of co-operation among the farm- 
ing community. It was the intention of the 
Bill that the Ronaiiite of these schemes should 
reach the producer. But the local authorities 
would have to come into the Bill at this point 
whether they were to be utilised or not, because 
they would have to be consulted as the rating 
authority and also in regard to health conditions. 
Moreover this matter was not confined to local 
authorities but included “ any other body,” so 
that it was possible for any other persons to 
submit schemes to the Livestock Commission for 
the inauguration of slaughtering experiments in 
any area, 

Any representations made by _ co-operative 
societies of producers to the Commission in any 
given area would have the most serious consider- 
ation. Further than that, he would also consider 
any application from such a society with the 
very greatest favour and sympathy. 

he amendment was negatived by 34 votes to 
32—-Government majority, 2. 

The Ear. or FEVERSHAM moved an amendment 
to Clause 26 to make it quite clear that where 
a local authority provided a slaughterhouse, it 
might be carried on by some other body than the 
local authority. 

The amendment was agreed to. 
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Srock SERVICE SCHEMES 

Lord Cranwortnh moved to amend Clause 31, 
which provides for the submission of service 
schemes, by deleting paragraph 6, which 
includes among the purposes “the improvement 
of breeding of livestock.” He said the clause 
was difficult to understand and the paragraph 
he was moving to omit was causing the greatest 
apprehension among the stock breeders. In large 
areas there might be attempts on the part of 
the larger breeders to bring about a change in 
the breeds of cattle on some farms. He thought 
there should be interference’ with the 
breeding and that it should be improved in the 
way it was now being done. 

he EarLt or FEVERSHAM said that before a 
service scheme could come into operation il 
must have been proposed by some body substan- 
tially representative of the interests of the classes 
of persons named in the clause. The Commis- 
sion could not on its own initiative promote 
any service scheme. There was no question 
whatever of a service scheme of any nature 
being imposed on the industry nor was there 
any question of a section of the industry being 
ee a to ask the Commission to frame a scheme 
with which that primarily 
concerned. 

The service schemes applied not only to bulls 
and cattle but also to sheep and pigs. Any 
person who did not wish to be within a scheme 
could, under Clause 33 (dealing with the registra- 
tion of contributors), make representation to the 
authorised body not to be included. It was not 
intended to withdraw any assistance under the 
Ministry’s scheme for the improvement of live- 
stock and these provisions would be extra. He 
felt that Lord Cranworth’s fears were groundless 
inasmuch as pedigree societies should be con- 
siderably benefited by certain of the proposals 
that might be adopted under the schemes. 

Lord HastinGs said that he could find nothing 
in Clause 33 to justify the statement that a per- 
son could be excluded from a scheme at his own 
request. The risks that might attend the breed- 
ing of pedigree” stocks by the busybody 
interference of unqualified persons were too 
great to be run. 

After further debate, Viscount HALirax, Lord 
President of the Council, said he understood that 
there was no great difference of opinion about 
what noble lords wished to achieve. It was quite 
evident that there was considerable feeling, 
whether ill-founded or, well-founded, in their 
lordships’ minds as to what the Bill at present 
said. It was equally clear that those who spoke 
for the Government were equally convinced that 
their fears were without foundation. He sug- 
gested that if noble lords felt able to withdraw 
their amendment Lord Munster would hold over 
the other two amendments he proposed to move 
dealing with the question po the Government 
would have another look at it between now and 
the third reading. He would give the under- 
taking that the Government would endeavour 
to meet noble lords on the third reading or give 
them the opportunity to bring up the question 
again on that occasion. 

Lord CRANWoRTH accepted this undertaking 
and the amendment was, by leave, withdrawn. 

The Report stage was concluded.

LEGAL NOTES 


Cow “Known to be Suffering from Johne's 
Disease.—-At Gloucester Police Court, recently, a 
farmer of Ashchurch, near Tewkesbury, was 
prosecuted for causing unnecessary suffering to 
a cow by unreasonably omitting to have it 
slaughtered, knowing it to be suffering from 
Johne’s disease, ; 

Mr. Brian Wellington, prosecuting on behalf 
of the Gloucester and West Gloucestershire 
Branch of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, said that on June 5th the 
cow was seen at the L.M.S. cattle depot at 
Gloucester by an inspector of the Society and 
by Mr, F, J. Eardley, a veterinary surgeon. Later 
Warner was seen in Gloucester Market and said 
he had had the cow for about six months, and 
knew it was suffering from Johne’s disease. He 
had had it sent to Gloucester for slaughter. 

Warner, in evidence, said there was no 
slaughterman nearer than Gloucester and he had 
arranged for the animal to be slaughtered in 
Gloucester. 

The magistrates imposed a fine of £2 and 
£1 13s. Od. costs.

“DICK” COLLEGE PRIZE DISTRIBUTION 


An appeal for support of the extension scheme 
of the Royal (Dick) Veterinary College, Edin- 
burgh, was made at the annual distribution of 
he which took place at the College on June 
Oth, and Professor W. T. Ritchie, President of 
the Royal College of Physicians, who presented 
the prizes, commented on the good omen that the 
Treasury was becoming increasingly sympathetic 
to the endowment of research in animal diseases. 

Professor Sir Thomas Hudson Beare, Chair- 
man of the governors, who presided, said the 
number of students increased year by year, 
somewhat to their discomfort in their present 
greatly overcrowded building. Last year he was 
able to report that the long wished for extension 
of the buildings was now being made possible 
by the grant from the Development Commis- 
sioners of £20,000, provided they raised another 
£20,000. A certain amount of money had come 
in as a result of their appeal. The matter was 
still very urgent, and he appealed to the people 
of Scotland to send in subscriptions so that they 
could claim the grant. They had raised sufficient 
at the present time to justify the Board of 
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Management in gee actual plans prepared for 
the first extension. These plans had been sub- 
mitted to the Department of Agriculture and the 
Development Commissioners, and they were 
hoping that they would be acceptable to the 
Treasury. They did not want to start the build- 
ings and then to be hung up. He appealed again 
to those people in Scotland directly connected 
with the agricultural industry and animal breed- 
ing, if they wanted trained skilled veterinary 
surgeons, to back up the College. 

Professor Hudson Beare concluded with a 
reference to the proposed scheme for the central- 
isation of veterinary services. 

Principal Bradley said that whatever develop- 
ment took place, it had to be remembered that 
the production of efficient practitioners was of 
primary importance. Obviously knowledge was 
of no_use to the community unless it was 
applied, and it must be applied by properly 
trained practitioners. It was interesting to note 
in connection with the pronouncement of the 
Minister of Agriculture that at last the powers 
that be had awakened to the economic import- 
ance of the poultry industry in this country. 
More than a quarter of a century ago that 
College foresaw that and started, in a_ very 
humble way, a department concerning itself with 
poultry diseases. That department had grown 
and had become of very considerable signifi- 
cance, 

The Principal rebuked those members of 
Parliament who refer to veterinary surgeons as 
“ vets.,” saying that he could not think that the 
time, even in the House of Commons, was so 
proctons as to forbid the dignified members of 

is Majesty’s Government referring to veterinar 
surgeons as such and not as “vets.” After all, 
they would never think of referring to medical 
men as “meds.” or “ does.”

To vHe Epiror or THE VETERINARY RECORD 


Sir,—The extension of the preventive aspect of 
veterinary medicine, and the growth of bureau- 
eracy has .been dictated by the motive of 
compulsion. If compulsion is to be accepted as 
the method by which herds are to be made 
free of diseases, then the profession may expect 
to find itself duly turned into an inspectorate, 
under centralised control. The _ alternative 
method, of providing suitable inducements to 
make it possible for those engaged in agriculture 
to choose those whose services they find most 
useful for the purpose, has received no attention 
whatever. 

The virtue of an inspectorate seems to reside 
in the fact that those so engaged have to be 
subservient to pressure from sources outside the 
profession, exercised by officials in offices, often 
anonymous, operating under the authority of a 
Minister of the Crown. The inspectorate, in turn, 
serve as the instrument of restriction and control, 
from the same offices, of the activities of those 
engaged in the business of farming. 

The farmers and the public generally are not 
likely to be very formidable opponents of a 
scheme which will not be disclosed to them, 
until the necessary legislation has gone through. 

It is a pity that the impending regimentation 
of the = gets accepted so meekly by 
the profession as a whole, just because of the 
recommendations of a committee have received 
official notice. It is not too late, even now, if 
the majority of the members do not like what 
is happening, to do something about it. They 
can instruct those whom they have elected to 
consider these matters on their behalf. In the 


absence of instructions no one can be blamed. 
The responsibility lies in the hands of the 
individual members of the profession. .

ELECTROCUTION OF DOGS 


To tHe EbDITOR OF THE VETERINARY RECORD 


Sir,—I_ waited for the report of the N.V.M.A. 
Special Committee on Small Animal Euthanasia 
before replying to Captain Hume’s letter in your 
issue of June 5th. The report is so strong in its 
approbation of the electrical cabinet used by my 
League for several years that further argument 
by_me is entirely superfluous. 

May I, however, appeal to all your readers 
to obtain this report and read it carefully? It 
is the most comprehensive treatise ever issued 
and, in my opinion, it will save millions of 
animals from pain and distress if its recom- 
mendations are carried into practice. It is a 
remarkably outspoken and fearless document, 
and I regard it as a vindication of the efforts 
I have made through the National Canine 
Defence League to apply modern knowledge to 
an ancient problem.

ELECTROCUTION CABINETS 


To tHe EDITOR OF THE VETERINARY RECORD 


Sir,—Mr. Faraday Roberts, Chief Engineer of 
General Electrical Construction and Maintenance, 
Ltid., asks me “in what way I would apply the 
current of 50 milliamperes to cats in order 
consistently to destroy them humanely in the 
hands of the average operator.” I gather that 
in his view it is not practicable, and I am well 
prepared to find that he is right. If so, surely 
the conclusion to be drawn is that these electro- 
cution cabinets should not be used for cats. 

In the work of Ferris, King, Spence and 
Williams, to which I have already referred, it 
was found that out of ten cats, if we omit one 
exceptional animal, the minimum current needed 
to ensure fibrillation ranged from 24 to 39 milli- 
amperes. If such a current (and I put it at 


-50 milliamperes for safety’s sake) cannot be 


assured then the animals unquestionably suffer. 
In the case of human beings about one milli- 
ampere from hand to_hand can be felt. At 15 
milliamperes the hand is so contracted that it 
cannot be released and above 20 milliamperes the 
sensation becomes intolerable. For animals we 
have no corresponding data, but the figures are 
likely to be smaller rather than larger for cats. 

The objects of requiring an ammeter to be 
fitted to such apparatus are (1) to find out what 
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proportion of animals, if any, fail to receive the 
requisite current and how often exceptional cases 
occur; (2) to indicate when the apparatus 
requires attention (for instance, when the chain 
electrode becomes dirty and consequently 
acquires increased resistance, or when repairs 
have been unskilfully carried out); (3) to guard 
against wrong use of the apparatus (for instance, 
its use on mains of unsuitable voltage); and 
finally (4) to provide data as to the limits 
between which the contact resistance varies, 
as a guide to the designers of electrocution 


t is news to me that any electrical equipment, 


intended for technical purposes, be 
considered complete without instruments — to 
show what it is doing.

BONELESS MEAT FROM AUSTRALIA: 
EFFICIENCY OF INSPECTION 


To THE EDITOR OF THE VETERINARY RECORD 


Sir,—Might I draw attention to certain points 
in the report in your issue of June 26th of the 
statement attributed to Captain Elliston, M.P., 
during the debate on the vote for the Ministry of 
Health. 

Captain Elliston is reported as having stated 
that large quantities of boned beef have been 
brought into this country in unrecognisable cuts 
with lesions that might indicate disease removed. 

If this statement is correct, it seems that the 
requirements of the’ Public Health (Imported 
Food) Regulations of 1925, are not being enforced 
in so far as scrap meat, in which category an 
unrecognisable cut must surely be placed, is 
being admitted contrary to the prohibition 
expressed in the First Schedule of Prohibited 
Meat. The regulations define scrap meat as 
“scraps, trimmings or other pieces (whether 
with or without bone) of such shape or in such 
condition as to afford insufficient means of 
identification with definite parts of a carcase.” 
The néw regulations, due to come into force on 
January ist next, contain a similar prohibition 
against meat of this class under the First 
Schedule. 

As Australia receives particular mention in the 
report, might I explain that all Australian cuts 
of boneless beef are packed under the super- 
vision of veterinary officers and trained lay 
inspectors of the Department of Commerce. No 
cut is permitted to be exported unless, wherever 


possible, pleural and peritoneal surfaces remain 
intact and exposed for examination at the port 
of entry in the United Kingdom, or unless all 


available lymphatic glands are exposed and left 
in situ. This means, in practice, that all bone- 
less beef is subjected to more detailed inspection 
than quarter beef, as an extra examination is 
applied at the time of preparation of the various 
cuts, and more glands are available for incision 
and inspection. I venture suggest that 
scrutiny of the reports of the various port 
medical or veterinary -officers will disclose that 
Australian boneless beef is not being seized for 
contravening the Imported Food Regulations.

Captain Elliston refers to a quotation taken 
from a report by Mr. Ross Grant, B.Vv.Sce., 
Assistant Chief Veterinary Officer of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, who was commissioned by 
the Commonwealth Government to investigate the 
condition of the beef industry in the Northern 
States of Australia. In the course of his report, 
in which he advocated a bounty for beef produc- 
tion in the Northern States, he makes it clear 
that such bounty should be carefully appro- 
priated to the genuine beef industry, and that 
the dairy industry should not participate. Hence 
the reference to “worn out dairy cows and 
boneless veal derived from immature calves.” 

It might be further explained that, before 
export is permilted, cow beef needs to be of a 
reasonably good quality for the grade, and also 
that the word “immature” is used to describe 
the special type of “ bobby” veal required in 
this country for manufacturing purposes. 
Inspectors are instructed to reject from export 
po calf under the age of 14 days, as well as 
calves of any age which are lacking in condi- 
tion, the former requirement being perhaps more 
stringent in Australia than is general in export- 

he greater part of the boneless beef exported 
from Australia, however, is produced from cattle 
of the recognised beef breeds, and is boned out 
because of lack of condition or on account of 
some minor blemish such as a local bruise on 
the carcase making it unsuitable for export in 
the form of quarter beef. 

Boneless beef is much in demand as a staple 
article of diet, particularly in Glasgow and the 
industrial areas of northern England, which 
require reasonably cheap beef. At the moment, 
this demand is strong and growing, and it seems 
rather unfortunate if doubt is thrown on_ the 
efficiency of the inspection applied to meat of 
this class,
